A fter reaching a

tw elve and 
fifteen m iles up th e river, th e boat, becom ing 
unm anageable, was draw n 
in to 
an eddy 
and 
d isappeared in an in sta n t. 
The sk iff at th e tim e 
wa* near a stoep cliff o f rocks, w hose walls were 
2 0 0 feet in h eight, and th e Indians, observing 
th a t Hie eddy was a I ion t S w allow ing the boat and 
crew, jum ped out and clu n g to th e rocks and 
G ooch endeavored to do Hie sam e tilin g after 
rhein. 
H e secured a slig h t bold to tnt) perpen­ 
dicular sid e of Hie cliff, clu n g to it only for a 
m om ent, then fell in to the water and w as seen no 
m ore. 
Colem an sprang from tbo stern of Hie 
skiff out into tile river and g o t beyond th e eddy, 
where lie w atched for tile appearance of the 
boat.

On account of the difficulty of grinding raw 
bones, without which they arc of no imme­ 
diate value when applied to tile soil, and when 
coarsely ground requiring large application to 
effect the first crop, and there gradually de­ 
composing, lasting 
for 
years, requiring ,a 
large outlay of capital for this purpose, it 
was found to be economy to dissolve or soften 
tbe bones with oil of vitriol and even though 
it doubled the co»t of tbe bones, yet a much 
less quantity sufficed, ami could he applied 
and receive tbe return annually, instead of 
waiting for a term of years for a restoration of 
tbe capital put into the soil. 
When bones are 
used with oil of 
vitriol, making a super­ 
phosphate of lime, on it* application to the 
soil it is not used in th a t condition by plants, 
for it it was it would act corrosively upon their 
tender tissues, hut it reverts to its original 
condition, except it is Dow in the finest pos­ 
sible state of division. 
W hen mineral phos­ 
phates are used there is no difficulty in grind­ 
ing them to an impalpable powder, and in this 
form applied to the soil is more advantageous 
than when converted into superphosphate with 
the aid of oil of vitriol, which is inconvenient 
and ex tensive for tarsiers to use, aud by using 
the mineral phosphates 
FINELY GROUND 
they eau apply more than double the quantlry 
of phosphoric acid to tbe soil at tbe same cost 
that they could ii Ui:eg superphosphate, they 
will receive back ta ihe crop toe fir-t year as 
much as they would if thai used superphos­ 
phate, and bure sis much more left in the soil 
for further draught* upon it. 
B ut bones and 
mineral pics (.hates can l»e Ueconi posed and 
rendered soluble by alkalies- as well ash y 
acids, acd ara in this form better food for 
plants, as they need alkalies as well us phos­ 
phoric acid, ana th*' alkalies are not only food, 
bm neutral im the no • ut or tbe soil and liber­ 
ate cither food for m t u t . , putting the soil in its 
most favorable conditions, with proper culti­ 
vation, ic tu ar abundant crops. Bones or m in ­ 
eral phosphate*, a hen composted with wood 
ashes in a moistened state for ;; tew weeks, are 
decomposed, and are preferable for crops to 
tbe sui erpbosphates, and most farms have the 
wood ashes to use; if not, tke*satue |ob.ject is 
attained by the use of soda ash, an article 
easily obtained io all tbe markets, and now 
generally used by soap boilers in making bard 
soaps. 
To dissolve bones or mineral phos­ 
phates with soda asb, m ake a layer of IOO 
pounds of bones or mineral phosphates 
(TUE LAST TO BE GROUND), 
then a layer ct IOO pounds fresh-burned lime, 
water to be thrown on it till it begins to slake, 
then a layer ot IOO pounds of soda ash, and so 
repeat till the quantity desired to make is 
obtained; then wet it down wiib water, which 
will slake the lime, and unite it with the soda 
ask, making a caustic liquor, which acts upon 
the phosphate!!, making a phosphate of soda 
which exists in the asb of nearly all pluuts, 
and is always present in urine and other animal 
m anures, 
forewing plants—some more than 
others—have the power to decompose mineral 
substances, a* has also tho gases of the air aud 
tbe carbonic acid water of tho ground. 
I t is 
also evident Unit other acids corno into play, 
and exert a decisive influence. 
H err Henet of 
Eisenach has submitted tbe question to a long 
aeries of investigations, and the conclusions ho 
arrives at are well worthy the attention of 
scientific men. 
His resulis go far to confirm 
the theory that the organic acids have played 
a much more important cart in the formation 
of rocks and minerals than geologists have 
beeh in the habit of conceding. 
It is evident 
that plants, while living, are able, by the 
products of their growth, to act upon insoluble 
minerals, aud appropriate certain constituents 
to their wants, and that, when the plant is 
dead, it can, during tbe process of decay, pro­ 
duce acids that either dissolve minerals or ren­ 
der them soluble. 
M. Dumas attributes tbe 
disaggregation of bones on exposure in the 
soil, and tbe removal of the phosphate of lime 
by water, 
TO TWO CAUSES, 
tbe one of feeble intensity aud acting rarely, 
the other of great force and always in action. 
The first depends o u tlie ammoniacal salt in 
water, which salt enables them (ito dissolve 
phosphate of lime. 
This salt is everywhere 
present, but in so small quantity as to have 
comparatively little influence. 
The second 
depends on carbonic acid, which appears to bo 
the true solvent of phosphate of limo, for 
waters charged with carbonic acid dissolve 
large quantities of it. 
Alkalies and ebullition 
separate the carbonic acid arid precipitate the 
salt. 
The action of this acid is so powerful 
that shavings of ivory placed in a bottle of 
leltzer water are softened in 
tweatv-four 
hours, as if in chloro-hydric acid, and the 
leltzer water contain- afterwards all the phos­ 
phate of lime contained in the ivory. 
This 
property, adds Dumas, enables us to under­ 
stand the introduction of phosphate of lune 
into plants. 
These facts explain the disaggre- 
jation of bones, and the dissemination of the 
phosphate of lime in the soif through the car­ 
bonic acid contained in rain waters. 
They 
jbow how, in tbe anim sl economy, bones may 
be redissolved bv tbe venous blood charged 
with carbonic acid; 
they Indicate tbe part 
which the flnorid of calcium acta in the teeth 
in protecting the osseous poriion from tbe car­ 
oome acid disengaged from the lungs, and 
dissolved also in the saliva, which a the same 
time is alkaline, to neutralize the acid.

J u ly is the harvest of early cabbages, beets, 
onions and la*e pease; the first string beans 
and tomatoes usually come to m arket also the 
latter part of tbe month, 
The common re­ 
mark, that however comparatively late some 
springs are, as compared with others, the dif­ 
ference is not noticeable in July, is not justi­ 
fied by tbe experience of this year; pease and 
strawberries are about ten days later this year 
than usual, as are also cabbages and nearly 
all vegetables. 
Tbe sowing of some sorts of 
seeds is in order this mouth. 
P ickling beans 
m ay be put in any time before the 20th, and 
lettuce seed until about the same date; sown 
later than this they are in danger of damage 
by frost. 
Onion seed

The*1 land 
should be ridged up well with a plough, 
so as to allow surface water to drain off freely 
in winter. 
Cabbage plants of tbe Savoy kind 
may be planted upon good rich land as late as 
the 25th of Ju ly , with reasonable expectation 
th a t they will make good heads for winter 
sale. 
Drumhead cibbage and 
cauliflower 
plants will riot amount to much if transplanted 
after July IO. 
T urnip seed of tbe white, flat 
variety, sown from Ju ly 20 to Angust I, will 
m ake goad sized roots before November, and 
serves well to occupy any vacant spot; 
it 
should, however, be remembered that this 
crop spoils the land for raising cabbages for 
at least two sears aflerwards, so that where 
the land is intended for cabbage, it will not 
do to sow turnip seed. 
Table beets of the 
Dewing variety may be sown as late as tbe 
15tb, on rich land, and will make nice, fine 
roots for Wimer me. far better than the hard 
woody article produced by sowing the seed in 
May or June. 
JU LY IS A GREAT MONTH FOR WEEDS; 
upon old gardens especially, purslane is apt to 
be troublesome; it is not bard to kill if taken 
in band early in its growth, before it has made 
three leaves, hut after it is two inches long it 
has remarkable vitality; the pieces which have 
been cut off by tbe hoe and left upon the sur­ 
face, quickly form new roots and grow, and 
the plant itself will ripen its seed when turned 
upside down with it* roots in the air. 
Tbe 
only sure way to be rid of It is to pick it ud in 
baskets and carry it out of tbe field. 
If this 
were done with all weeds large enough to ripen 
seed, aud if care were also taken to ferment arid 
work flue all manure spread upon the laud, 
weeds 
would 
be far less troublesome than 
they are, upon most gardens. 
The 
com­ 
mon belief that they start spontaneously out 
of the earth without seed 
is 
absurd, 
and 
entirely without foundation, in fact. 
I know 
gardens where pains have been taken for 
several years to prevent weeds from going to. 


seed, and to compost all m anure, upon which 
tbe weeding is a very light affair, although 
the soil is extremely rich. 
Upon soil that bas 
been handled iii this way, it is no difficult 
m atter to grow early greens or lettuce between 
tbe rows of later crops, such as parsnips, dan­ 
delions, etc. 
Upon land infested with foul 
seeds such close planting is impracticable. 
Celerv plants set late in Ju ly will need abun­ 
dant watering to make good growth, if the 
weather is dry, but if the land is rich and a 
little liquid manure applied, the celery will 
grow very rapidly. 
No plant in the garden 
responds so quickly to watering and liquid 
manuring. 
Slm vrberrle*. 
Those who wish to set a strawberry bed with 
potted runners, should make ready the laud 
late in J u ly or early in Angust, and set the 
f 
latu s as soon as possible after getting the 
and ready. 
The runners are easily i re pa red 
by sinking tliree-inch po s to the rim upon the 
edge of tbe old strawberry bed; as soon as 
the runners begin to grow place t e ends of 
tbe runners in the pots with a small stone upon 
each to hold it down, and water every day 
if the weather is dry. 
In about ten days the 
plants will bear removal to tbe new bed; tbe 
plants are removed by coving tho runners arid 
placing the pots in a bucket with an inch of 
water in ttie bottom so bs to soak them well, 
the earth will then shake out in a solid ball, 
and they m av I c set out iii a blazing August 
sun without fear of wilting. 
Plants set thus 
early in August upon good rich garden land 
will make sufficient growth the same season to 
prod hoc a moderate crop of very large and 
handsome fruit the next soring. 
The best 
fruit for exhibition I ever saw was grown from 
potted runners set in August. 
SonAe gardener* 
who have potted plants to sell, would persuade 
us that this ip a profitable method for growing 
fruit for market. 
I doubt, however, if fruit 
can be produced in this way as cheaply as bv 
spring planting, but it has the evident and 
undisputed advantage of giving tbe gardener 
who 
has 
neglected 
to 
plaut 
iii 
spring 
the opportunity of securing a fair crop next 
year at moderate cost, aud the grower of fruit 
for exhibition can take no better method than 
to plant good potted runners in August on 
good, rich land that bas ^ust been ploughed 
tine; mulch tbe laud and clip all runners that 
strike after sotting the plants out, cover lightly 
in winter, and if hot. dry weather should 
occur al or just before picking time water them 
freely, so as to soak the bed. 
There is always 
a limited solo for very large and handsome 
fruit at fancy prices, and those who care to do 
so can easily produce large strawberries as 
above described, ihat will be hard to beat, 
either at tho borticidUiral show or in the niar- 
ke .—fW .

The enthusiasm of “young converts’’ is 
proverbial, and from most of the letters I see 
published from those who are driving their 
horses without shoes I judge that the experi­ 
ence of the writers does not extend over many 
years. 
I cannot claim great personal expon­ 
ents, either, but have seme views to present 
which I think as sober, matter-of-fact tru lbs 
will be of use to country horsc-owners. 
The 
amount of trasli which bas been written about 
the horse’s foot is bewildering. 
The diseases 
aud trouble of various kinds brought about by 
bad fauiery are numerous and distressing. 
Methods of cutting here and of not cutting 
theie: shoes of sundry forms; appliances and 
instruments of various 
kinds 
have 
been 
brought forward to euro or prevent injuries 
ftoui shoeing, but all in vain. 
A horse’s feet 
are always more or less injured by being shod 
—always have been and always will be. 
lf a 
horse must be shod—and m any must be—it is 
very important that tho boof be properly pre­ 
pared for the shoe, which should he of the best 
form aud material, and properly applied aud 
fastened. 
These are points upou which 


THE HORSE OWNER SHOULD INFORM HIMSELF, 
and not put too much faith in nis farrier- 
sn u th, unless, indeed, he lie, as very few of 
the craft are, a man ol unusual intelligence. 
Tho following may be positively asserted as 
facts: 
1. A colt’s feet are sound anil well formed before 
he is shod. 
2. The ills that the feet of horses are subject to, 
with KW exceptions, are brought on by shoeing, 
and are cureu by “running barefoot.” 
3. Othei tiiruents, such as spriug-knees, spav­ 
ins, splints, ringbones, curbs, etc., are aggravator! 
or caused out aud out by shoeing. 
4. Uuder all ordinary circum stances, winter 
and m to mer, on soft roads or bard luaus, nu ice 
or bare ground, a barefooted horse will travel 
freer, keep his footing better aud show less 
fatigue at his journey's end, or at the end of a 
day’s work, than if he were shod. 
These assertions may pass now for what 
they are worth. 
I will not argue them, but 
will give my reasons for them if they are 
called iii question. 
I will add, however, that 
for steady use on pavements aud for very 
heavy draught I have little doubt that shoes 
arr* essential: and as the. grit of some roads 
cuts away horses’ feet very fast, protection of 
some sort is necessary; but it 


SHOULD BE APPLIED WHERE THE WEAR COMES, 
aud not where there is little wear. 
W hoover 
accepts these views will naturally want to 
prove whether or not he can use his horses 
barefoot. 
If he pulls off their shoes and puts 
them to work at once lie will damage their 
feet, 
'lite hoofs will quickly break aud wear 
away, and tits horses will go sore-footed and 
be perhaps ] erinuueutly lamed. 
W hen first 
deprived of the protection of tbe shoo, most 
horses w ill flinch aud choose soft ground to 
travel an; aud I have tound that it takes 
nearly or quite two months to get a horse 
fairly ou bis feet atter pulling off his shoes. 
The reason of this is thai tbe foot has been 
protected; lienee tbe full pressure of stones 
aud roitjh ground upon tbe frog and sole is 
not easily billie at first; then, too, the walls 
of tim hoof are pierced with nail holes, split 
in many places, and thus made brinie and 
lifeless. 
Their cannot be sound again until 
the nail holes have pretty much grown off. 
The shoes should be left on as long as they 
will hold, in order that when taken off there 
shall be a wide rim of horn all around tho 
boof to be c i t away. 
This would otherwise 
have to grow out before it could be removed 
either by the knife, by the rasp, or by wear. 
Then the horse should be turned out to pas­ 
ture or used ouly for farinework. 
Every few 
days 
HIS FEET SHOULD BE EXAMINED 
and rasped off if necessary. 
As the wall of 
the hoof grows and wears, tho extreme outer 
edge all around will be level or nearly level 
with the inner edge of tbe wall. 
In a dry 
time there will be some danger of the hoof 
chipping or splitting on account of this forma­ 
tion. 
To avoid auv such accident it is impor­ 
tant to keep the edge of the horn rounded off, 
so that in stepping upon a stone, for instance, 
tne iuner edge of the walt of tbe hoof in con­ 
tact with the sole will strike it as soon or 
sooner than the outer edge. 
Any farmer can 
do this rasping for his own horses as well as a 
blacksmith. The sole and frog are to be consci­ 
entiously let alone. After aweek the horse may be 
used for a drive of a tulle or two on soft country 
roads once a day, aud gradually thus bis feet 
will become firm and bard, and less aud less 
sensitive to small stones, etc. 
Tbe sole and 
frog always take care of themselves if a horse 
is used. The sole of a horse little used becomes 
chalky or crumbly, and if observed to bo 
lumpy is easily scraped down or picked off. 
The frog either wears off or is shed en lire, 
often as a thin, leathery or rubber-like mass. 
The first changed appearance of the hoof that 
will he noticed after the shoes are removed 
will be the growth of a healthy rim of new 
horn, 


BEEN UNDER THE HAIRS OF THE CORONET; 
next a widening or spreading of the heel, aud 
an enlargem ent of the frog. 
I t takes a full 
year for the whole hoof to grow out aud off, 
consequently it takes nearly that time for a 
contracted, high-beeied, frogless foot to assume 
its normal form. 
Tbe sm ith usually assumes 
that the foot is, or should be, roundish or 
longer than wide aud rounded at the toe. 
A 
colt’s foot is wider than long and is usually 
far from round. 
From the heel on the outside 
around the toe, half the circumference of the 
foot, it is nearly semi-circular. 
The line 
along tbe inner quarter is nearly straight. 
W hatever rasping or trim m ing of the hoof is 
done, either by the owner or by the farrier, it 
is important that the normal form should he 
preserved. 
W heu a horse’s foot shows too 
much wear and gives indication that it needs 
protection, tbe toe will be found most worn 
away, and mav even be worn down to the 
quick. 
This should not be, but no harm will 
come of It. 
Ordinarily “ half-moon shoes,” 
or “ toe-clips,” will be ail that is needed, for 
these will protect the part subject to greatest 
wear. 
In the winter 
A BAREFOOTED HORSE WILL NOT BALL, 
> n d will ac t slip if be knows he is en ice; aud 


if he comes upon it unawares he get* bis foot­ 
ing almost immediately. 
I have never had a 
horse slip badly, even on ice covered with 
snow. 
The danger is not to be compared with 
that to a shod horse with snowballs attached 
to each foot coming upon an icy spot, as oiten 
happens, 
I f heavy loads are to be drawn,, 
shoes with calks are needed, especially in 
starting and going up icy hills. 
For general, 
driving in the country, for farm use, 
and for 
ordinary road use, when tho labor is not severe, 
unshod horses are safer, sounder, pleasanter fo 
drive and more economical than if they were 
shod. The kick of an unshod horse is not so 
dangerous even to man as th at of one that is 
shod, while to one another in pasture there is 
little if anv danger of injury. 
Stumbling 
rarely occurs; cutting, interfering, overreach­ 
ing and forging, never. 
A barefooted horse 
never picks up a stone, and is much less likely 
to pick up a nail than one that is shod, 
This 
is my experience, and it will be a long time, I 
think, before my horses are much burdened 
with shoes.—-[The Tribune. 
C alic In H orse* 
is tho result of so m any different conditions 
that it is impossible to treat all in a short 
newspaper article. 
The most common cases 
are: 
Indigestion, with or without bloating; 
excessive and irregular contraction 
of the 
bowels as the result of a drink of ice-cold 
water; washing on of undigested material from 
the stomach as the result of a full drink of 
cold water immediately after a full feed of 
grain; on excessive feed of grain; disturbance 
of the digestion by musty grain or hay, or by 
the preseuceof worm* iii die bowels or blood 
vessels. 
Again, a sudden change of diet, or 
the use of a hard, fibrous, indigestible food, 
may cause colicky pains. 
lf musty, fibrous, 
or other hurtful food is continuously given, 
then colic is likely to continue as a daily or 
frequent occurrence. 
The ’ame persistence 
is noticed iii cases due to worms, and when 
hard, 
feculent 
or 
phosphatic 
concre­ 
tions 
have 
formed 
in 
stomach 
or 
bow­ 
els. 
In most of these conditions the faulty 
diet IR net be first corrected, and the irritant 
ngeti's removed from tho bowels. 
A dose of 
five drachms of Cape aloes and one drachm 
powdered gentian root may be trusted to effect 
this. 
The patient should oe fed bran mashes, 
and allowed only water with the chill off until 
the bowels have ceased scouring. 
I f the pain 
is very severe two drachms extract of bella­ 
donna and half an ounce ground ginger mav 
be added to the above dose. In cases in which 
there is no manifest cause for indigesiion, but 
wtiere colic has supervened on a draught of 
iced water, the belladonna and ginger should 
be given promptly in a pint or quart of warm 
gruel. 
\Vheu worms are seen to pass with the 
dung, give daily for six days, after the physic, 
one drachm each of tartar emetic and cop­ 
peras, and follow on the seventh day with a 
second dose of aloes. 
W hen recurring colic is 
due to solid concretions in tbe bowels a fatal 
result is likely to follow sooner orbiter, though 
it the concretions are small they may be got 
rid of under tbe influence of a laxative aiel 
and tho use of belladonna or other antispas­ 
modic when spasms come on. 
R o t e * . 
Brood mares and young colts should be well 
fed aud have good pasturage. 
Every farmer 
slioura raise several colts a year. 
It i« profit­ 
able, ami is generally too much overlooked. 
Good work-horses, roadsters and saddle-horses 
command always high prices at home and 
abroad. 
The most profit for tbe general 
farmer, will be found iii rearing from sound, 
well-formed, fair-sized common mares, bred to 
Pcrcberou, 
Clydesdale 
or 
strong, 
stout, 
thoroughbred racers. 
Such progeny is likely 
to sell high, if well treated from their birth, 
as heavy draft or saddle horses, or fast drivers 
iii carriages or light wagons. 
Never breed to 
an ill-bred or eold-blood, common stallion. 
Robert Bonner has put § 3 8 2 ,00 0 into horse­ 
flesh since 1851). 
In that year be paid § 9 0 0 0 
for the famous team, “ Lantern” and “ Light.” 
In 1 8 6 4 “ Pocahontas.” who bad a record of 
2.20% , was sold to him for §40,000. "Dex­ 
ter” cost him 9 8 5 ,OOO, “ Edw ard Everett”

As tbe time is at baud for laying by the 
com crop, we would suggest the experiment 
of sowing, in at least a portion of the field, u 
fow bushels of rye for late fall and early 
spring 
pasture. 
This is not a new idea, but 
one which has become quite popular in cer­ 
tain neighborhoods. 
Sow about a bushel and 
a half to the acre in the standing com, letting 
tho sowing just precede the filial cultivation, 
which will cover it in. 
Two years ago we 
treated a seventeen-acre field in this way, the 
tile sowing in this case not being done until 
about the middle of August, as tho corn was 
rallier 
late. 
As 
soon 
as 
the 
corn 
was 
ripe enough it was cut and shocked, and 
thou when dry enough to crib, 
tbe 
husk­ 
ing was commenced in one corner of the field, 
the fodder tieing removed and stacked -as last 
as husked out, and tho portion of the field 
thus cleared was enclosed with a portable 
fence. 
Twenty cows were allowed to graze on 
this enclosed portion, the husking and stack­ 
ing being continued, aud the portable fence 
being moved farther into the field whenever 
the rye was eaten off. 
W henever a rain­ 
storm came the cows were taken off for a day 
or two to prevent puddling the soil, being 
kept in a small, blue grass pasture, which had 
opportunity to grow wliilo they were on the 
rye. 
In 
this 
way they 
grazed upon tbe 
rye for six weeks, grazing off fifteen of the 
seventeen acres. 
As 
soon 
us 
the 
ground 
was dry enough in the spring the cows were 
turned upon the rye again, and for six weeks 
more or until the first week in May, it fur­ 
nished their pasture ground, producing a full 
grass-flow 
of 
milk. 
The field was then 
ploughed and 
planted again to corn, 
and 
yielded a more than average crop, the roots 
of the rye causing it to plough up loose and 
frialde, 
and 
furnishing, 
together 
with 
cow-droppings, a fair m anuring. 
From fif­ 
teen acres of this field we therefore obtained 
three mouths' pasturage for twenty cows, or 
nearly §100, between the two crops of corn, 
and this viith a benefit to the second corn 
crop, which was apparently sufficient to pay 
the cost of tbe seed rye.—[Farm and Fireside. 
The new method of making flour consists in 
crushing the Derry instead of tearing tho ker­ 
nels apart with millstones. 
A correspondent 
who recently visited a mill run on this plan 
gives ttie following description: “ There are 
in the mill eight pairs of chilled iron rollers, 
five of them corrugated,thirty inches long and 
nine in diameter; three of them with smooth 
surfaces, twenty-four inches iu length and 
nine in diameter. 
The upper rollers make 
4 0 0 and the lower ones 2 0 0 revolutions in a 
miunte. 
As they revolve in opposite direc­ 
tions, this would be equivalent to tbe revolu­ 
tion of a single roller against a statiouary one 
of GOO revolutions a minute, or ten iii a sec­ 
ond. 
As the circumference of a roller is over 
twenty-eight inches, a point on its surface 
would move through a space of over 280 
inches in a second of time, or nearly 17,000 
inches in a minute of time. 
The wheat, in 
passing between the first pair of rollers, is 
crushed, but not cut up fine. 
It is then ele­ 
vated and passed though a bolt which re­ 
moves the finest flour, but the germs and 
bran, with some of its inner coating of glu­ 
ten, pass out tbe end of the bolt, aud thence to 
the second i air of rollers, win re it is reduced 
a little liuer and elevated to another bolt, where 
more of the flour is bolted out, aud the process 
is continued until, after leaving tbe last pair, 
little else than the outside cuticle of the wheat 
and the interior germ, the embryo of tho plant, 
is left. 
The superiority of rollers over mill­ 
stones consists in this gradual reduction of the 
bran and germs, so th at all the flour, especially 
the glutinous portions, are completely separ­ 
ated front tile bran and germs. 
Mills ones 
grind tho wheat down so flue that the bran 
and germs cannot ho entirely separated from 
the flour without taking some of tbe gluten 
with the bran, thus reducing tho strength of 
the flour; or, to effect a complete separation, 
the middlings m ust be ground s » fine as to run 
ti e risk of heating the gluten m d destroying 
its life. 
Bv what kind of a cl emical process 
heating tbe gluten destroys its life we cannot 
6av, hut it is au old tradition t i n t bv grinding 
too doge the flour may be billet so that it will 
Rot rise. 
A most effectual remedy for t ie sheep scab, 
as recommended by oue of great ixperience in 
such matters, is tbe following; I. a soou as the 
disease is discovered tbe whole fit.ck should be 
inspected, and the diseased anima a placed in 
a separate field. 
The disease is likely to bo 
most virulent in the spring of tho j ear, one or 
two mouths before shearing time. 
W hen the 
wool is long it is too expensive to dip the 
sheep, and the disease may bo palliated until 
the time of shearing arrives b' opening the 
wool aud pouring upon the diseased part a 
strong decoction of tobacco. 
An entire cure 
is seldom effected in Mils way. It is customary 
to shear at the first opportunity, and theu the 
following remedy may be applied: 
A u ooze 
made of stroug plug tobacco steeped iii bot 
water, aud diluted in the prop onion of eight 


gallons of water to one pound of tobacco. 
This 
diluted ooze, 
as 
bot 
as 
may 
be, 
i8 
unpited 
bv 
ditiping 
tbe 
sheep 
in 
a 
potash kettle, or in a wooden box in which it, 
is contained. 
After dipping and rubbing off 
the scabs with a common liersebrush, the 
sheep should be lifted to a trough made as 
wide as the box, with a few slats in the bot­ 
tom and having one end slightly elevated, and 
there us much of the ooze as possible should 
be carried off nod allowed to run back into tho 
trough. 
Hot ooze is to be added from time 
to time as it is used up. 
lf frosted, inferior or 
stem tobacco be used, as >s usual, two or three 
times the quantity specified will be necessary. 
Some recommend that a tablespoonful of tur­ 
pentine lie added after diluting every lialf- 
dozen sheep. 
I deem this unnecessary. After 
tlip process the sheep should be placed in a 
c'ose pen or shed for a few davs, where they 
will keep warm ami steaming. 
To make sure 
of a permanent cure they should be redipped 
fill*en days afterwards. 
Ttie English use ar­ 
senic, but wbete tobacco is so cheap aud so 
certain a remedy no oue should use the more 
dangerous substance. 
T h at a donkey, by his winter browsing of a 
vine which yielded superior grapes the next 
season, originated tbe art of pruning is an old • 
story. 
I stumbled by some such accident upon 
a viny successful simple way of growing 
strawberries. 
Au overcrowded 
bed 
had 
yielded such poor returns of small, dry, infe­ 
rior berries, that I hoed it up before all tbe 
fruit was off, intending to let some currant 
bustics have all the benefit of the soil. 
Later 
in the season a few plants were found to have 
escaped, and ihev made such a handsome 
start with tho fail rains that where there was 
plenty of room some were spared. 
These be­ 
came 
very 
strong, 
and 
looked 
luxuri­ 
antly 
green 
and 
vigorous 
in 
trie 
spring, 
and 
yielded 
splendid 
fruit. 
T his culture was so nearly no culture at all, but 
a mere accidental permission to a few plants 
to grow, that I have condensed my practice 
into the mere dictum. “L et them alone.” 
I 
find that this fills tbe bill of requirements as 
to culture if we have given the soil for them 
to grow in food that is not charged w ith weed 
seeds, and waler enough while swelling their 
fruit. 
W inter shelter is useful, but is afforded 
bv their leaves if the autum n growth hasbeen 
as strong as it should be, and it will ne strong 
if thev are properly let alone. This consists in 
not ouly letting them alone one’s self by avoid­ 
ing bruising or trampling or cutting of roots, 
but also by making the weeds let them alone 
by keeping every vestige of weed away, and 
m aking them let each other alone, too. by 
preventing the beginning of overcrowding. 
To prevent tho white grub from interfering is 
not so east, but something can be done to ar­ 
rest his d- stroying work too, a n d 'th u s “ let 
alone” all urouud they are sate tor productive 
prosperity. 
Some contemporary papers are advising the 
choice of dwarf apple trees for planting in 
gardens or other limited grounds. 
But the 
apple is only effectively dwarfed on the Para­ 
dise stock—“ Terusalem apple—a sort which 
naturally grows only threo or four feet high; 
li ts bright bark avid deep green leaves which 
look very well; but it has an Irregular, un­ 
tidy habit of growth, and very brittle wood, 
apt to snap short off when a load of fruit and 
racking winds put a strain on it. 
The borer, 
too, affects it more than other apple stems, so 
that, on the whole, its culture is difficult. 
Its 
own fruit, ungraded, is a mawky, bitter­ 
sweet, but other apples grafted upon it attain 
superior size, color and quality. For those who 
can take adequate cure of tho trees such 
sorts as summer rose, maiden blush, Keswick 
codlin, summer 
pippin, Jonathan, mother, 
etc., are admirably fine from grafts upon this 
stock. 
The grafts should be set at least some 
Inches above ttie surface in order not to make 
roots themselves and convert tbe trees into 
standards 
For general planting in gardens it 
is best to select sorts of 
naturally dwarf 
growth, such as the rose, the Keswick, the 
Joe, ttie Hawthorudeu, etc., which begin to 
bear when ouly two or three years old, and go 
on bearing so freely as to keep themselves of 
dw arf size. 
If grafted on Doucain stock, 
which is sometimes called paradise, it is not 
much dwarfed, but is enduring, and has very 
numerous fibrous roots cat utile of feeding 
freelv from a limited s^ace, aud is, therefore, 
specially suitable for garden planting. 
Green rye makes good hay, if it has been 
sown very thick, so as not to give coarse Anre, 
and ts cut early enough. 
Analysis snows it 
to be very nearly equal to clover in albumi­ 
noids, but it is m r so tender, and is probable 
some what Inferior on this account. 
W hen 
sown a - the rafo ol about four bushels to the 
acre, after manured potatoes had been dug in 
autum n, we have found the green fodder to 
weigh at the rate of twelve tons to the acre 
in favorable seasons. 
It would lose about 
GO 
per ceut. 
in 
ordinary 
dryitig, 
mak­ 
ing 
about 
five dried 
tons 
to 
the acre, 
varying considerably, 
however, 
with the 
degree of drying, 
and 
when 
thoroughly 
dried in 
sum m er not 
much 
over 
four 
tons 
would 
lie left. 
So 
heavy 
a 
crop 
would, of course, require more time aud care 
to cure than two tons of grass. 
We regard ive 
as a valuable crop for spring soiling or for 
turning in as green manure, as it is sown after 
potatoes, corn, or coni fodder is taken off in 
autumn, aud is out or plougued under in spring 
in time for corn or root crops. 
By the use of 
tho Acme barrow (the disc harrow o r a tw o - 
borso cultivator would answer nearly as well), 
we put in three or four acres a day with a 
single team, without ploughing, covering the 
seed with the sam? im plem ent if sown broad­ 
cast, which, tor thick fodder, answers well. 
The am ount of the crop tvas doubtless in­ 
creased by tbe two broadcast borrowings in 
spring with the Blsnt-tootb harrow. 
The proper time to cut m illet depends en­ 
tirely on tim object in growing it. 
If it is to 
be used for rough food, or as a substitute for 
hay, it should be cut while it is in bloom, and 
cured same as timothy or any of tilt- other 
grasses, as in this condition the nutrim ent is 
retained, which, after ripening, would go to 
the seed aud leave the stalk comparatively 
worthless. 
F o r fattening cattle the 
seed 
should ripen on the stalk before being cut, but 
not to get so ripe as to shell, for in that case 
tho loss by waste is very considerable. 
A 
good 
indicator 
as 
to 
the 
right 
time 
to cut is the turning yellow on top of the 
longer heads. 
If cut at this dago of growth 
it will not shell, and the seed will perfectly 
m ature am i weigh fully as much per bushel 
as if it had thoroughly ripened on the stalks. 
For feeding purposes millet seed should he 
ground, aud if mixed with ground oats it will 
make a better feed. 
Land adapted to millet 
will pioduce from forty to fifty bushels of seed 
per acre, aud is therefore a profitable crop 
when grown for the seed alone; as a hay the 
yield is often five to six tons per acre. W hen ­ 
ever the prospects is slim for a good corn crop 
we would advise the sowing of millet as its 
best substitute. 
To tighten loose wagon tires, procure a num ­ 
ber of small pieces of leather, from oue and a 
half to two niches iu diameter; with a sharp 
knife and compasses, or with a cutting punch 
make round boles in the centre of these pieces 
aud make a straight cut from the holes to tho 
outer edge of the pieces so as to form open 
rings. 
Ttie holes must be made of a size that 
will Dicelv fit the tenons on tbe outer end of 
spokes. 
Place a fulcrum on the top of a hub, 
on which place your lever, with its short end 
under the felloe, near a spoke; have an assist­ 
ant bear down on tbe outer end sufficiently 
to raise the felloes and expose the shoulder 
and tennon of the spoke; open your leather 
riug and fit it nicely rnuud the tennon, hold­ 
ing it to its [dace while your assistant relaxes 
the lever aud settles the felloe firmly on the 
leather by a blow or two on the tire. 
Having 
repeated the process with a sufficient number 
of spokes to make the tire all tight, trim off 
the projecting leather even with the surface 
of the spokes and your task will be done. 
l f 
your pieces of leather should be spongy h a m ­ 
mer them down some before using 
I t is thought by some th at grafted fruit is 
influenced bv the stock on which it is set. 
Does not the effect extend to the wood also, 
and if «o to what extent? 
I have known the 
Spitzenburgh. grafted on seedling stocks, to 
show considerable variety of lorm in its top in 
an orchard of th at kind, some of the trees ex­ 
hibiting drooping branches, the lowest reach­ 
ing the ground, with boies six feet in length. 
Others would be erect, almost matching the 
Northern Spy. 
There was one large tiee ex­ 
tending its branches in all directions, tho low­ 
est reaching alm ost to the ground, forming a 
circle around the tree, and equally distributed 
throughout tho top, with space enough be­ 
tween tbe principal branches to distinguish 
them, making it the most graceful-looking 
fruit tree I ever beheld, its large high-colored 
fruit enhancing beauty. 
Tbe effect was aided 
by pruning. 
I have seen the same principle 
less strongly marked upou other sorts; visible 
even on the early strawberry, with the strong 
upward tendency of its limbs. 
Hqp growers in this country mav well take 
c o u r a g e at the prospect of high prices for the 
present crop. 
In Kent and Sussex, England, 
there are indications in ‘he bop crop ot what 
a representative brewers’ journal calls “ the 
blackest of 
black 
blights.” 
Experienced 
growers say they never saw so many flies as 
t h e r e a r e this year in oortuin districts, where 
the leaves are a* thickly covered with them as 


they can be. 
One man, who has lived in a 
hop district all his life, and has seeu several 
aphis blights, soys bo never saw aclydes so 
numerous as they are now. 
They “literally 
swarm, and already have bredjmvrlads of lice, 
which are exhausting Hie vine and preventing 
Its growth ” 
To this evil he adds an exces­ 
sive dryness of tbe weather, a low night tem ­ 
perature and a persistent east wind—causes 
which retard the growth of the plants awny 
from their enemies. 
From Germany al*o 
there are alarming reports of blight, so that in 
the English m arket of late there has been 
some «tir, fodders standing out generally for 
higher figure*. 
Land that is kept losse and well pulverized 
will retain the moisture three to six inches in 
depth much longer than if pres*ed bard with a 
roller; but if sm all seeds are sown very uear 
tho surface, by firming or pressing down the 
top of the soil, it will re'ai ti the moisture at 
the surface longer than if left loose, for when 
left loose the air passes freely through it aud 
dries out the nufltnre in a very short time, but 
it does not dry down more than an inch or 
two, 
Tbe loose, <lrv*aoi) on the surface acts as 
a mulch to the soil below, and thus keeps tbe 
soil from drying un better than a bard surface, 
for when the surface is hard it stops, In a 
great measure, 'lie upward draft of moisture 
from below. 
It is always lien to keep the sur­ 
face of the soil light, except when small seeds 
are sown near tho surface that are to germinate 
in a few days, and it is always advisable when 
th ground is pressed down to lighten it up as 
soon as possible'atter the plants appear above 
ground. 
W hen the rosebug comes in large numbers, 
the most effectual and the cheapest remedy is 
London purple mixed with water, a small 
spoonful to the pail of water, syringed-on the 
vegetation where the bugs are at work; but as 
this is a very poisonous m aterial it m ust bo 
used with caution, and used upon no vegetable 
substance thai is to be eaten bv man or boast. 
W hen the bugs are not very numerous they 
may be picked off by hand, which can be done 
verv rapidly in tile first of ttie morning, by 
holding a dipper of water under them and 
causing them to drop by touching them with 
lite fingers. 
Choice vinos or bushes mav be 
protected by covering them with 
netting. 
Hellebore sifted over the vegetation is a pro­ 
tection; btu when, as is sometimes the case, 
the bugs come in countless numbers, all reme­ 
dies fail to be effectual, and total destruction 
of our favorite fruits is tile result. 
Farm ers holding produce for higher prices 
rarely make sufficient allowance 
for 
the 
various sources of loss. Rats, mice arid insects 
require considerable daily bread for their sus- 
t c ance, and they seldom fail to obtain all 
they want. It is estimated th at wheal threshed 
in August, and apparently dry, will lose G per 
c e n t of its weight by shrinkage tu six months. 
Corn gathered dry in November will in the 
same time lose 20 per cent.—a little more or 
less, according to the dryness of the season— 
while the loss in potatoes is still greater. 
A 
careful calculation of the cost of storage, inter­ 
est on the money lying bile, loss from shrink­ 
age, vermin, etc., would m ake ttie waiting for 
a possible rise in tbe m arket seem m uch less 
alluring. 
Iii order to prolong bearing, pease should not 
be gathered indiscriminately, as is often done, 
but tbe oldest of tbe pods should be removed 
as often as possible after they have become fit 
for use, inasmuch as oue pod allowed to get 
old will weaken the hearting properties of tho 
plant more than many young oues; therefore 
it is better to Battier and throw away than 
allow them to rem ain on the plants after they 
are fit for use. 
In plucking the pods from the 
haulm , both hands should be used, so as not 
to break and dam age the plants, picking only 
such pods as are moderately well filled, for 
if young and old be gathered together, they 
boil unequally. 
W hen wool is the great item of profit in 
keeping sheep, particular attention should he 
given to the condition of the sheep in the fall, 
so that they may reach the cold season in full 
vigor. 
There is no greater oversight in sheep 
keeping than to allow them to depend on a 
i our pasture, and thus re ich the cold season 
iii thin condition. 
It is then very difficult to 
winter them well, and the wool always shows 
the effect of such management. 
Wool, like 
every other anim al product, is made from the 
loud, aud if tho food is short, tho product is 
always a little shorter. 
Front ouly comes 
from intelligent and liberal feeding. 
Pigs are provided with a peculiar glandular 
duct upon tho fore legs behind tho knee. 
This 
gland secretes a substance similar to that dis­ 
charged by tho sebaceous 
or perspiratory 
glands, and which is discharged by tho duct 
W h e n this orifice is closed by dirt or dried 
m atter from it, the function of this portion of 
the skin is arrested, and the m atter is absorbed 
by tbe blood, and forms a source of irritation, 
causing swelling and lameness, as if from 
rheum atism , which is really a bipod disorder. 
The remedy is to cleanse the part with warm 
water and soap and some rough substance, 
such as a corncob, by w hich the gathered mat­ 
ter eau be easily removed. 
The amended law of tho United Statos in 
respect to tim ber claims requires but ten acres 
to be planted to timber on each quarter sec­ 
tion, or a corresponding proportion on eighty 
and fovty-i'Cro lots. 
The conditions are as 
follows: 
F ive acres on each quarter section 
are to tie broken the first year, cropped tho 
second, and tbe additional five acres broken. 
The third year five acres m ust be planted with 
trees 4x4, or 2 7 0 0 to the acre. 
The fourth 
year the remaining five acres, which wero 
cropped the third year, are to bo planted in 
Hie same manner. 
Tbe trees ate to be cnlti- 
va.ed for eight years, when there m ust be 075 
living trees to the gore. This obtains a patent 
to the land. 
The increasing shipment of dressed beef 
from Chicago in refrigerator cars bids fair to 
work marked changes iu the handling of beef 
in oui city markets. 
Butchers in this vicin­ 
ity have found trade very unprofitable dur­ 
ing the past few years. 
Only a favored few 
who received large rebates from the regu­ 
lar rates of freight at the bauds of two rail­ 
road corporations have made any mouev. 
The business of slaughtering cattlo is slip­ 
ping away from Brighton to Watertown, and 
is being monopolized by Chicago. 
Mrs. D. C. Joscelyn, Minneapolis, Kan., 
recommends the following way to nut up 
sweet corn for winter use as giving much bet­ 
ter results than canning or drying: “ Take the 
com 
when just in the milk; scald it just, 
enough to set tbe milk; cut it off and pack it 
in a stone jar with a layer of corn and a layer 
of salt; one pint of salt to a g Ilion of corn in 
layers alternately; fill the jar and weight it 
down, and cover to keen out dirt, flies, etc., 
and when one wants to use it, freshen it aud 
season to taste. 
I like butter and cream.” 
Hand-picking, freely applied, is the only 
sure method of destroying tho black squash 
bug that we know of. 
Fieees of shingle laid 
near the vines will attract the bugs, which 
will crawl under them nights for the warmth. 
In the moaning the bugs may he easily found. 
They also get uuder the leaves of the vines 
where they may be found easily in tbe morn­ 
ing. 
Hilling tbe vines up well tends to keep 
the bugs from sucking the juice from tho stems 
of tho plants. 
The weekly visits of an agricultural paper 
which devotes liberal space to trustworthy 
m arket reports was never more important to 
tile fanner than at tbe present time. The fluc­ 
tuations in the prices of farm produce are 
rapid and important. W e feel certain lhat our 
readers appreciate our efforts to keep them 
fully posted on market values.

A writer emphasizes tho fact th at the profit 
of the dairyman comes wholly from his good 
cows, ai d that many a dairy might be reduced 
one-lmlf iii num ber of its cows and the dairy­ 
man make more profit than he may have done 
from the whole original number; because one 
poor cow will not only “eat off iis own head,” 
but will eat off that of another ami a better 
one, too, before it has equalized tho profit and 
loss of tho keep of the two. 
'Ihe advices about tbe crops are of a very 
encouraging character from every section of 
tho country. 
'I he wheat and oat crops are 
turning out even better than was expected a 
month ago. 
The reports in regard to corn are 
improving every day; in the main it is coming 
on rapidly aud most favorably, in spite of the 
buckwaid start. 
The returns of the grass 
crop show it to be unusually heavy. 
The Bureau of Agriculture proposes to pub­ 
lish from month to month the freight rates of 
the railway and steamboat; lines. 
As the mar­ 
ket value of farm produce depends largely 
upon the cost of transportation, asystem atic 
and trustworthy publication af 
the freight 
rates for the whole country would be of great 
advantage to onr American farmers. 
A quantity of wheat in a bin may be easily 
measured in bushels as follows: Level tliq sur­ 
face of the wheat, measure the depth in inches, 
and the length and breadth of the biti also in 
inches; multiply these together and divide bv 
2150, which is tho num ber of cubic iuclies in 
a struck bushel. 
To destroy lice on cattle, an ounce of tar 
with a pound of lard, stirring while cooling. 
Rub a little on naris most affected, and if a 
little be applied lightly over the whole skin, 
there will be un injury done the animal.

CHAMPAGNE. 


H o w th e W is e I* S Iit nu fa c t u red fro m Ihe 
d ra p e . 


Washington, July 23.—The consumption of 
champagne in the United States is increasing 
each year, and in addition to the large importa­ 
tions of honest wine manufacturers of spurious 
champagne put thousands of bottles of poisonous 
stuff on the market annually. 
But few of those 
who drink the pure wino have unyide v how it is 
made. 
They know that it costs more than any 
other wine, aud is both a fashionable and a pal­ 
atable drink. 
A French poet praised the famous 
wino in a verse translated by Consul Friable at 
Uheirns as follows: 
Upon the lips th at drink it 
A sweet perfume doth lie; 
Its c re a m y foam the d r e a m e r cheers, 
A hu tic k le s lik e a b u tte rfl y 
The n o s trils of the d r i n k e r . 
Sir. Friable has written an interesting descrip, 
tion of tile manufacture of sparkling champagne 
iii the departm ent of the marine to the State de­ 
partment. 
It is averred that a venerable monk, 
bom Perlgnon, in 1088 discovered the art or 
m aking champagne, winch story, if true, is an­ 
other proof of the assertion that everything good 
has come (rom tho church. 
The vintage season is 
usually about the middle of September, when 
hundreds 
of 
fam ilies 
find 
em ploym ent 
in 
the vineyards, receiving as com pensation from 
torty 
to 
sixty 
cents 
per 
day. 
The 
grapes 
are 
picked 
with 
the 
utm ost 
caution 
and all 
bruised, 
rotten 
and 
unripe 
berries are thrown in a separate basket, being 
unfit for use in the manufacture of good cham ­ 
pagne. 
The picking usually begins at daylight 
and the vintagers assert that grapes gathered at 
sunrise produce the lightest and m ost lim pid 
wine. Fruit gathered in tile middle of the day is 
not in as good condition as that plucked at sun­ 
rise, and if detached grapes ferm ent a slight color 
is given the m u st,ath in g to he especially avoided 
in high class champagne. 
The gatherings of ono 
day should be pressed tho next morning. 
A va­ 
riety of styles of presses are used. 
The grapes 
are "spread over tho floor of the press in a com­ 
pact mass, after having been weighed, and only 
T h e I*r«ulnet o f th e F irst N queeze 
is used for high class wine. 
Four hundred kilo­ 
grams ut grapes are allowed for forty gallons of 
wine, and when as much as this has been ob­ 
tained the owner ceases pressing for first order 
wiue. 
A second ana third pressure is put upon 
the fruit, from which an inferior wine is made. 
The wine i» drawn from tbe press into tubs or 
casks, and allowed to stand until the im purities 
have collected upon the surface. 
When the scum 
is removed, a little sulphur is burned in the casks, 
which prevents the taste of oak from flavoring 
the wine. The casks are tnen cellared, being D isc ed 
on supports about eight inches above the ground. 
They are never filled quite full, a margin tieing 
left for ferm entation. The bung Hole is closed 
with vine leaves and a small tile. 
Ferm entation 
subsides in about a month. 
The wine is then 
drawn off into other casks, which are tightly 
elosod with wooden bungs aud placed upon the 
supports to remail! until the frosts of November 
and December are felt. 
At this tim e the m ixing 
is done, an operation that precedes the blending. 
The m ixing consists in bringing together thirty, 
foity or more casks of the same growth. 
The 
Mending is the m ingling of all these wines in 
equal amounts to form a large quantity for com­ 
mercial purposes. 
At blending tim e tannin is 
used in liquid or powder to anticipate diseases of 
the wine, such as grease and deposits. 
Alcohol 
is 
then 
added, 
lf 
necessary, 
according to 
the quality of the wine. 
Champagne generally 
contains from l l to 12 per cent, of alcohol, aud 
in some very good years ss much as 14 per cent. 
The spirits added to the champagne is made (rom 
the best cognac brandies. 
Following the blend­ 
ing comes the operation of “tining” tho wine, 
which is done by stirring a mixture of isinglass, 
with a little tartaric acid added, in every cask. 
The casks are then hermetically sealed. 
A small 
hole is drilled in the top and closed with three 
straws of rye or wheat, with the heads on, which 
adm its sufficient air to remove all danger in case 
or ferm entation. The wine remains in this state 
for twei»o or ttrvcon Um», and thou, after sutur­ 
ing wiue that is deficient in sad harine strength, 
an elem ent necessary to proper effervesence, It is 
ready to be bottled. 
T h e M ost M ottle* OnUv A r e U sed , 
because no risk can he taken of losing tbe precious 
fluid. 
After being filled, corked and wired the 
bottles are stored in the wine vaults or left in the 
cellars. 
In hot years ferm entation begins sooner, 
the sugar is decomposed by the acids in the wine, 
carbonic acid is set free, alcohol is produced, also 
a cb posit, effervescence takes place aud tbe weaker 
buttles break. 
The deposit m entioned is often­ 
tim es of a tenacious character, auh m ust be re­ 
moved with great care. 
Small iron hammers are 
used, aud tho bottle is tapped with enough force 
to dislodge the crust and not break the glass. 
The bottles are then placed neck downward in 
racks to make all the deposit fall on the corks. 
Every (lay for six or seven weeks each bottle roust 
he gently shaken and replaced in the rack neck: 
downward, to ensure the settlem ent of ail the 
deposit on tile cork. 
The next operation is that 
of uncorking. 
It is necessary to remove the cork 
and wiring witli the least possible loss of wine, 
the bottle being kept neck downward. 
To do this 
the workman watches the bubble of air which is 
In the bottle, and so removes the cork that ooly 
the deposit is ejected by the rush of gas. The 
neck of the bottle is washed out with some of tbe 
troth of the wine, aud a small cork is inserted to 
prevent too great loss of gus. 
The champagne iii this condition is undrinka­ 
ble, being too “dry” to “e pleasant even to a lover 
of “dry" champagne. This dryness is corrected 
by tho addition of what is called "oxport syrup,” 
which is composed or 150 kilos of candied sugar 
to IOO litres of wine amt three quarts of alcohol 
to increase its strength. 
The uncorker passes tbe 
bottle to a luau who pours out tue necessary quan­ 
tity of wiue, and he then h iuds tho buttle to the 
mixer, who adds the syrup. 
The champagne is 
then ready to he corked, wired, packed and sold. 
To make a good Pottle of cuuuipagne at least two 
years of constant work and carn are necessary, 
aud it is not surprising that it is an expensive 
l u x u r y . _____________________

Abont Caterpillars Array Worms, 
Grape Worms, Etc. 


W hat $ 1 8 0 0 W ill D o—A Fuggestion 
to the City Fathers. 


"I want to talk to yoa about worms, Mr. 
Dengue,” said a reporter to the superintendent of 
common and public grounds yesterday afternoon. 
Tbe two had Just taken seats in th® superintend­ 
ent’s office in the deer park on the Common. 
The thermometer in the shade outside regist®red 
08°, The atmosphere Inside was not Arctic by 
any moans, but it was coimiderably cooler than in 
any place tao reporter had discovered for an nour 
or two before. 
“ Worms?” queried Mr. Doogne, meditatively. 
A reminiscent look crossed his features as he 
spoke, which encouraged the reporter to beliers 
that he knew something about them. 
‘‘Yrs, worms,” responded the reporter. “ Army 
worms in particular. Ganger worms, caterpillar* 
and o tter worms in general. Ail sorts of worms. 
You set,,” he continued, "I beard today that the 
army worms had marshalled their hu-ts, and were 
advancing on Boston in overwhelming force. A 
friend of mine told me coat his grapevines were 
covered with them. He lives at the West End 
somewhere—Spring *tr< et, I believe. 
He says the 
worm I* Mack, about an inch and a half longhand 
it crawls like that’’—and the reporter made an 
expressive aud comprehensive gesture with the 
forefinger of hts right hand, 
Mr. Doogne seemed to comprehend at one®. 
“ Those arou’t army worm*,’ he said. "I don’t 
believe tiler® are any army worms in Boston. I 
surely haven’t seen any myself. Last year we had 
sum *on the Public Garden, tbe first lev er saw 
here. 
They attacked the Kilmarnack willows, 
and camo in s u c h numbers that the branches wero 
llt®rallv black with them. They were crowded so 
thick that they actually seemed to overlap ono 
another, and you couldn’t see the original color of 
the brandies at alb” 
“ Where did they come from?" asked the re­ 
porter. 
“Thai’s just what I don’t know,” replied Mr. 
I longue, “ the first I knew they wero all there. 
Thoy camo all at once, aud 
The Trees Were Covered W ith Then, as lf 


t t y . t i n g l e . ” 
"W hen was this?” the reporter asked. 
“In August,” was the reply. 
“Aud what did you do?” 
"Hand-picked thorn,” said Mr. Doogne, con­ 
cisely. “ it was Cli® only way. They were on 
about a dozen trees in all. I put two men at work 
on each tree, and they picked tilt in ail off by 
hand. Then we syringed the trees thoroughly 
witu a solution ot whale-oil soap, paris green and 
kerosene. That finished ’em. 
I haven’t seen any 
of thorn tills year, and I don’t expect to. If it 
IiAdn't been for the prom pt measures taken with 
them, though, we should have had a lot of them 
this season. 
As it was wo got rid of them ail 
within a week.” 
"W hat did they look like?” tne reporter asked. 
“ Well, tuey are about an Inch or an inch and a 
quarter long, I should say. 
I boy are two or three 
times til® size of these 
cat rpiliars which ara 
giving us so much trouble just now. They are 
black in color. Their great peculiarity is the 
habit they have of keeping together wherever 
they go. They go in horde*, T eat’* where they 
differ from the worms vou spoke of. Those you wit! 
find scattered all over the vine. They are nothing 
Hut the common grapevine worm, such as I bavo 
seen for years past. There is another Kind of 
worms that infest grapevines too—a big, fat, 
green worm. You have probably seen them." 
The reporter assented. 
"By tbe way, Mr. 
Doogue,” said lie, “ how about the caterpillars? 
You don’t seem to get rh! of tnose so easily as 
you did of too army worms.” 
“ it could bavo been done, though,'’ said Mr. 
Doogur, “lf the caterpillars had been taken In 
time. But they weren’t. Tho caterpillars ware a 
sort of legacy to me. They were entailed upon 
me, so to speak. They have been here for twelve 
years now—longer than I ever knew them to stay 
iu one place before. It’s queer, too, about that,1’ 
he continued. “On Commonwealth avenue, now, 
we have one lier® and there. In Roxbury ills the 
same. In Jam aica Plain there are non®. The 
trees ou Chestnut street, Broadway and Shawmut 
avenue are badly infested with them. 
You sea 
for yourself how they are on tho Common.” 
The reporter thought he did. 
On his way 
through Hie malls he bad noticed tbe trees, with 
their limbs brown and bare, almost stripped of 
their foliage. 
He had seen promenaders beneath 
tbe trees, ladies and gentlemen alike, stop with 
an exclamation of disgust to pick off tbe crawling 
caterpillars irom their clothing. 
He had seen 
others, who wero trying to eujoy themselves upon1 
tne seats along the mails, driven away by the 
annoying pests whoso presence took away all 
their comfort. Ile himself had been 


Routed Oat of a Comfortable Position 
In a shady spot by the dread certainty that odd 
of tho nasty creatures was crawling down the 
back of ut* neck, wniie another was crawling up 
to meet it via tbe inside route along his panta­ 
loons. Ile thought tux fully appreciated the un­ 
pleasant lealurcs of the situation. 
“They are eating the trees all up,” Mr. Doogaa 
weut on. 
“They attack the horse-chestnuts, tbe 
elms, the lindens and the lime-tree* principally, 
although they are found on the others as well. 
They skeletonize the horse-cbesinuts. This year 
they h.<ve don® something I never kuew them to 
do before. They have cut the young branches 
and shoots of Hi® Hoes right off. 
l e u only at­ 
tribute it to thb fact that we bay* had so much 
wet weather this spring. In consequence thai 
little twigs are so soft that the thing was easily 
accomplished.” 
"How would you get rid of them?” asked the 
teporter. 
“Tho only way I can soe to get rid of them ,” 
Mr. Dooguo replied, “ is to take them iuim> blately 
alter they have deposited their larva on the trees. 
They will do this now in two or three weeks. 
In 
fact some ot them have begun to go into cocoons 
already. You know they go into cocoons first, 
rtom winch the moths hatch out in due time. I he 
male moth becomes Hie common butterfly and 
finally dies. Til® iemaln moth is wingless, and 
looks like a little mass of pulp. It is almost in­ 
animate. Tho rem aps deposit their eggs all over 
Hie tree, from the lowest part of me trunk to 
Hie topmost branches—any where where they can 
find a protected spot. The eggs look like white 
spawn as much aa an vthlug. these eggs, of course, 
become tbe caterpillars of next y. ar. 
Now, if 
these are picked off at any time, that winds up 
the whole business, don’t you see? The best limo 
to do it is immediately after the eggs are laid, say 
in September anil October. They are whiter then 
than they are afterward, and can easily be seen 
with the naked eye by ono standing on tbe 
ground. After a while the rain washing the trees 
causes them to grow dirty. Thoy become the 
color of the trees and are not so easily seen. The 
sooner they are tajten the better.” 
“ Well, but how would you do It?” interrupted 
the reporter. 
• 
“Take th®m off by band, of course,” said Mr. 
Doogue, as though he thought It would be tbe 
easiest tiling in the world to do. “That will fix 
’em. Then give the trees a good syringing with 
some suitable preparation, and next year we shall 
have little or uo trouble.” 
“But 
wouldn’t it be an impossible task?" 
queried the reporter. 
“Not at all,” returned Mr. Doogue, "any more 
than it was to clean out tbe army worms last year, 
On the Common and Public Gardeu together 
there are about 13U0 trees. Counting in the 
treus on th® surrounding streets, there may ba 
some I SUO altogether. From actual experim ent 
I know that these trees could be 
Cleaaed at a C»st mf sb ast S I a Tree 
on an average. FII tell you what I did. Yon see 
the trees ou that mali over there are comparative­ 
ly lreo from caterpillars. 
Well, last year I put 
men to work on those trees, as an experiment. I 
took fifteen of the worst irees first, ana then I 
took a number of thens just ss they ran. OC 
course some cost mere sod some lees, but I found 
th at ou an average it cost abont I l a tree to dean 
them .” 
“How about tne trees lo tbe other parts of tbe 
City?” queried tbe reporter. 
“There are about 25,000 trees in the city In all,” 
Mr. Doogue replied, “aud I suppose abont ann­ 
ual f of them are infested. I fs a fortunate thing, 
by the way, that only a comparatively small D au­ 
ber of the eggs laid by tbe moth ever hatch out, 
I suppose not more chao oue in a hundred of them 
are ever hatched. I have computed 
The Na us ber et Kegs wa a Single Tree, 
and from that I have estim ated that if ail w en 
hatched there would be trillions of caterpillars on 
tbe Common and Public Garden alone.” 
“ You say tbe caterpillars particularly infest 
horse-chestnut, linden aud elm trees?” he asked. 
"Yes, aud sycamores, too,” Mr. Doogue re­ 
turned. “They go where tuey find the greatest 
protection—where the leaves art densest. They 
show more on elm trees than they do on the 
others, and that’s why they seem to infest elms 
worse than trees of ether varieties. But if yon 
examine the trees with dense foliage more closely 
you will find just as many caterpillars mere as oh 
the others, or more.” 
"W hen do they begin to. bo troublesome?” 
queried the reporter. 
"They come on about tbe last week in June, and 
they make a nuisance of themselves till about the 
middle of August,” said Mr. Doogue. "They are 
going Into tneir cocoons now.” 
••How about canker-worms? Are you troubled 
with these much?” 
“ We have no canker-worms at all. We never 
bad any, excepting once. About two years ago, 
there were some in Jam aica Plain. 
There are 
none there this year, however, and I guess they 
are ail gone now.”

This is probably the 
reason why so m any pairs of eyes are w atch­ 
ing Secor Robeson when the naval appropri­ 
ation bill is under consideration. 


The change from a Dem ocratic to a R epubli­ 
can Congress ought to be highly acceptable to 
the taxpayer. 
The current expenses of the 
govern m eat have been increased some $25.- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 over what they were last year, and 
notbiug pleases the m an who oars taxes so 
m uch as to know th’at somebody else gets the 
benefit of the money he has worked for. 


U nder a law which has ju st gone into effect 
in New York City, police captains aud ser­ 
geants can accept bail hereafter from persons 
who are arrested after court hours tor offences 
less than felonies. 
This seems to be a very 
wise provision which m ight work well in other 
cities. 
I t is apt to have a tendency to check 
arbitrary arrests of respectable citizens, or at 
least to prevent their detention in the Tombs 
until morning. 


Talk of the cost of royalty to tho people of 
Great B ritain! 
P resident A rthur draws a sal­ 
ary ct $ 5 0 ,0 0 0 a rear, and this year’s appro­ 
priations for his household expenses am ount 
to very Dearly $ 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 more. 
This is for one 
sm all fam ily w ith no w ife to clothe aud buy 
jewelry for. 
W hen the poor relatives of the 
Queen's household are considered, the personal 
expenses of the E nglish royal fam ily sick into 
insignificance by tho side of tho $ 1 5 0 ,0 0 0 in 
the Republican A m erican executive house­ 
hold. 


General Barrios, the president of G uatem ala, 
told a P hiladelphia reporter, apropos of his 
sightseeing: 
“I shall have so m any im prove­ 
ments to suggest in G uatem ala when I return 
I shall not know where to begin.” 
Enough 
ugly stories have been told about Barrios, and 
on such good authority, as to lead to the belief 
th at if he would stop raising bedlam in Guate­ 
m ala for even a few m inutes when b eg ets 
home, the people would bo profuse in their 
thanks for the short respite while they catch 
their breaths. 


I t is not strange th at tile Prohibition trium ph 
in Iow a is m aking the Republicans feel un­ 
easy over the outlook for their party in the 
future. 
T heir usual m ajority is 40 ,0 0 0 , and 
about th at num ber of Germ ans, to.say nothing 
of other foreigners, w ho have heretofore voted 
the R epublican ticket, now th at they cannot 
buy or m ake their national drink w ithout vio­ 
lating the law, are not apt lo he very friendly 
to the party in power. 
In catering to tho Pro­ 
hibitionists the Republicans have som ewhat 
overreached them selves. 


The m ost stupendous undertaking of the 
R epublican party in behalf of the Sowi.hern 
negroes was the establishm ent of the Freed- 
m eu’s Savings B ank, w ith its ram ifications 
throughout the South. 
The .colored brother 
was uot considered as able to take care of li^s 
little earnings in freedom as he was in slavery, 
and so the project of a bank was conceived 
and executed. 
The plan worked first rate 
until the sum s deposited became in tho acgre- 
gate too great a tem ptation for tho inherent 
cupidity of toe R epublican official, and then 
the various branches w ithered and the m ain 
trunk dried up. 
How’ m uch the colored de­ 
positors got of their deposits will Dover be 
know n; shvsteriug agents who begged, stole 
or bought their claim s have been the chief 
beneficiaries of dividends, while from $ 2 0 ,0 0 0 
to $ 5 0 ,0 0 0 a year have been paid out of the 
assets to fatten the officials who are ostensibly 
trying to settle up the affairs of tim bank. 


There is before Congress a huge petition 
praying for the appointm ent of a commission 
to investigate “ the alcoholic liquor traffic in 
its economic, crim inal, m oral aud scientific 
aspects, in connection w ith pauperism , crime, 
social vice, public health and general welfare 
of the people.” 
No one doubts the peculiar 
anility of m auy congressm en to sift this sub­ 
ject thoroughly as com m issioners, but bow 
would it do to appoint sotno reform ed men who 
have no affiliation with either of the two politi­ 
cal parties? 
These 
men 
can 
be 
found 
holding high 
positions 
of 
tru st 
in 
the 
country 
today. 
There 
are 
those 
among 
their 
rauks 
who 
are 
riot 
tem perance 
fanatics, but, on the contrary, they are quiet, 
unassum ing individuals, well-to-do and highly 
respected, who do more for the tem perance 
cause iu an unostentatious way in one week 
than some loud-m outhed alleged prohibition­ 
ists will accom plish if they are allowed to re­ 
m ain on earth until G abriel blows bis trum pet. 
Such com m issioners as these would at least 
briDg in a report th a t would be interesting 
and profitable reading. 
Of course Congress is 
then at liberty to act as it sees fit in the 
premises. 
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Tho decision of 
Judge 
H aight 
of the 
Suprem e C ourt of New York in the cases 
brought against the L ake E rie& W estern and 
the New l'o rk Central & H udson R iver rail­ 
roads for perem ptory w rits of m andam us to 
compel the com panies to perform their duties 
as common carriers, 
etc., has already ap­ 
peared in our news colum ns. 
The judge was 
obliged to refuse to g ran t the request of the 
petitioners because a m andam us cannot issue 
on the application of the attornev-generat 
to com pol a common carrier to discharge 
his 
duties. 
The 
follow ing 
extract lrom 
the full tex t of Judge H aig h t's decision is 
decidedly refreshing as well as valuable read­ 
ing: “ The conflicts th at from time to tim e 
arise betw een capital and labor present the 
m ost serious and difficult problem that tie 
govsronw u. at the present day has to solve. 


I t is the duty of the court to guard and protect 
to the utm ost every right of the poor m an, who 
is compelled to support him self and fam ily by 
m anual labor, and when an opportunity pre­ 
sents, and in a proper case, ibis court will not 
be slow to act in his behalf. 
B ut in this pro­ 
ceeding it is powerless to aid him . 
The court 
has not the power to prescribe a scale of wages. 
It has not the power to say th at he shall work 
for $1 70 per day, or th at his em ployer shall 
pay him $2 per day. 
H itherto the am ount of 
wages to bo paid bas been left to the parties to 
determ ine by contract, express or im plied, 
lf 
♦he power exists a t all to change tho law in 
this regard, such power rests in the legisla­ 
tive. and not in the judicial, brauch of the 
governm ent.” 


F I G H T I N G A O A IN S T 
m o n o p o l i e s . 


There is no gainsaying the fact th at in New 
York State the anti-m onopoly m ovem ent is to 
be a potent factor in politics hereafter. 
Few 
ppoj Ie are aware of the real strength of the 
organization, and yet today the secretary of 
the league says that, to his personal knowledge, 
there is an independent vote in the E m pire 
State operating outside of the two old parties, 
“ liable to be cast for candidates other than 
those of the 
D em ocratic 
and 
Republican 
parties,” of more than 150,0 0 0 . A s a m a tte ro f 
fact, the leagues which have boon 
organized 
throughout all the counties have an enrolled 
m em bership of over 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
A nd all the 
work necessary to achieve this result bas been 
done in two years. 
The natural query is: 
“ W ho bas accom plished th is?” 
The answ er 
is, honest men of both the old political par­ 
ties 
who 
had 
for 
m auy 
years 
tried 
in 
vain 
to 
impress 
upou 
the 
m inds 
of 
the 
ruling R epublicans 
in 
national, 
as well as State councils, th a t the people were 
tired of being the slaves of m onopolies and 
desired their burdens and oppressions removed. 
F inding their voices unheeded, these men in 
tho w inter of 18 8 0 assem bled and resolved 
that they would form a league w hich, unlike 
m any other sim ilar organizations, should have 
a direct influence on politics. 
The platform 
they adopted was: 
“ A nti-m onopoly; the ad­ 
vocacy, support and defenee of the rights of 
the m any as against the privileges of the few ; 
corporations, the creation cf tLe State, and to 
be controlled by the State; labor and capital 
allies, not enem ies—justice for both.” 
The Farm ers’ A lliance, the Grange aud 
other sim ilar bodies, while still niaiutaining 
a 
separate organization, 
belong to these 
leagues and have cordially co-operated with 
them . 
Besides being increased in num bers 
this way the league has issued and sent 
broadcast thousands of 
docum ents which 
have educated the people up to a realization 
of how they were being oppressed aud for 
whose benefit. 
For exam ple, th at steam, 
electricity and m achinery, controlling factors 
in the industrial and com m ercial world, were 
largely monopolized, and that tho public was 
unduly taxed for their use, aud that “ cor­ 
porate life had assumed a dangerous aud 
threatening im portance which was never con­ 
tem plated when it was given life.” 
W e thus see in New York today a powerful 
organization whose leaders were sneered at 
two years ago, but the very men who laughed 
at teem then will be found cringing before 
them and asking favors at future elections. 
I t is certainly gratifying to see the people 
organizing 
to 
protect 
them selves 
against 
knavish legislator; as they have done in New 
Y ork 
I t is the only way whereby they can 
secure the passage of ju st laws. 
The influ­ 
ence th at this new political organization will 
wield at the com ing election will be w atched 
aud studied w ith interest. 


DOU I*L F -Silt U F F L E IX E G Y P T . 


I t is extrem ely difficult a t present to form 
an intelligent opinion on the purposes of 
G reat B ritain with regard to the final disposi­ 
tion of the territory of E gypt, assum ihg the 
successful suppression 
of 
what 
is called 
A rabi’s insurrection. 
W hen M r. Gladstone 
first 
let 
P arliam ent 
into 
bis 
confidence, 
while 
the * guns 
of 
the 
Invincible 
and 
Inflexible were pulverizing the A lexandrian 
forts, he stated that he was uot waging war on 
Egypt, th at his only purpose was to m aintain 
the authority of the K hedive and tho suzerainty 
of the S ultan, both of which were wantonly 
assailed by a daring rebel. 
Ile wanted sim ply 
to stam p out tie revolt, restore order, protect 
E nglish subject* aud reinstate tho recognized 
authorities. 
H e repeatedly declared that E n g ­ 
land was uot at w ar with any country and re­ 
pudiated indignantly the charge of jingoism 
burled at bim from the ranks of the Radicals 
and the Irish benches. 
A dm iral 
Seymour, 
who 
commands 
her 
m ajesty’s fleet in the M editeranean, and who 
conducted the fierce bom bardm ent, it seems, 
understood the position of his governm ent to 
be just w hat Mr. G ladstone said it was in the 
House of Commons. 
On Ju ly 20, in an offi­ 
cial letter to the K hedive, he said: 
“ Regard­ 
ing the false statem ents circulated by A rabi 
Pasha, and those acting under his orders, I 
think it right to repeat th at G reat B ritain bas 
no intention of conquering E gypt for herself, 
or of interfering in any way with the religion 
or liberties 
of the E gyptians. 
H er only 
object is 
to 
protect 
the 
K hedive 
and 
E gyptians against the rebels. 
G reat B ritain 
is 
determ ined 
to 
suppress the 
rebellion 
and restore order. 
I beg you will warn tho 
soldiers not to obey the rebel commanders. 
The B ritish governm ent advises E gyptians to 
regard A rabi P asha aud his accomplices as 
traitors to their sovereign and enem ies of 
them selves and their country.” 
I t would 
certainly appear from this th a t E ngland had 
no desire to acquire territory in E gypt or ta 
do anything more thai) set up the K hedive in 
business again as a vassal of the Sublime 
Porte and a friend of ber m ajesty’s govern­ 
m ent. 
B ut a new light has been shed on the am ­ 
bition of E ngland, and it discloses, w hat 
m ight have been expected, a purpose on ber 
part not only to secure the safety and neu­ 
trality of the canal, but a perm anent foot­ 
hold on E gyptian territory. 
The trick is 
practically abandoned, and so is the Khedive, 
except in so far as ho becomes a dependant on 
B ritish control. 
The London Times, which 
can 
always 
be 
consideied 
the 
organ 
of 
the 
governm ent, 
on 
the 
same 
day*that Seym our assured tho K hedive of the 
innocence of Mr. G ladstone’s intentions, m ade 
this significant announcem ent: 
“N either as 
sovereign, suzerain, nor under any other title, 
will there tie room tor tho influence of the 
Sultan in E gypt after the responsibilities of 
sovereignty have been cynically thrown aside 
in the Hour of trial. 
The Sultan may have 
am used him self by form ing new alliances and 
com plim enting his new allies with decora­ 
tions, but it rem ains to be seen what help 
these 
sym pathizers 
$an or will 
give 
the 
Porte. 
E ngland, 
by 
actiug 
alone, 
will 
acquire 
aud 
assert 
her 
right of 
con­ 
trolling in future the country she saved.” 
W hat becomes of the E uropean concert? W h at 
becomes of the professions of the m inistry? 
H ere is a broad, outspoken declaration of 
E ngland’s right to subdue A rabi and then to 
dispose of E gypt as she may see fit, independ­ 
ently of the feelings of Turkey, or, for th a t 
m atter, of any other European power. 
B ut if 
anybody w ants a chance to corno in for a share 
of the spoils, ho is invited to join tile pool be­ 
fore it is too late. 
H ere is w hat the Tim es 
said: “ Those who object to that prospect have, 
even 
at 
tho eleventh 
hour, the 
oppor­ 
tunity of sharing 
the 
labor and 
obtain­ 
ing 
a 
voice 
in 
the 
determ ination 
of 
events; but, if E ngland is left to act alone, the 
form al engagem ents she took when the situ a­ 
tion was w holly different will be abrogated. W e 
m ust plainly show to the Sultan and to the 
powers th at we intend to work thoroughly to 
retaiu control. 
W hen th at is dope, Mr. G lad­ 


stone and his colleagues m ust yield to tho com­ 
pulsion of events. 
O ur com m anding naval 
force and well-organized arm y will ensure the 
establishm ent rn E gypt of a strong govern­ 
m ent under English protection, if the m inistry 
does not hesitate entering upon a path which 
lies straight before it.” 
Tho Boston organ of the Gladstone m inistry, 
the D aily Advertiser, is fully as pronounced 
in its declarations for E nglish suprem acy on 
the N ile. 
The T hunderer, Jr., is opposed to 
allow ing Turkey to interfere at all. 
“E ng­ 
land,” it says, “ will anter upon a whole sea of 
troubles if she allows T urkey to despatch 
troops to the Nile, aud if she allows any in­ 
trigues whatever to shape affairs which ought 
to ho arranged exclusively by B ritish guns.” 
A fter indorsing the program m e of the Tim es, 
which it calls patriotic aud rational, our 
neighbor says: “ B ut in order to carry this pro­ 
gram m e into effect E n g la n d m ust not send 
single ships where whole fleets are required; 
she m ust send a whole arm y corps instead of 
regim ents and detached battalions; she must 
bring the whole weight of her im perial power 
to bear upon Egypt, instead of sending com­ 
panies th a t recognize A rab i’s mon as worthy 
opponents. 
And uuless this is donp forthw ith 
E ngland will have to deal as surely with 
T urkey firsi as she will have to compromise 
w ith F rance after Cairo has fallen.” 
The toy lion of Court street keeps up the 
howl to the end in just the sam e key. E ngland. 
it claim s, m ust put down A rabi, capture E gypt 
and compel the world to accept the result. 
British interests and B ritish prestige require 
this course, aud Mr. G ladstone may lie ex­ 
pected to favor brisk 
cam paigns 
of con­ 
quest. 
A s tho case 
stands, 
the 
A dver­ 
tiser 
thinks, 
“it 
is 
his 
duty to overawe 
the E gyptians, to reduce the T urk and to act 
with the utm ost prom ptness. 
Indeed, Mr. 
G ladstone will render a great service to civili­ 
zation if he curb the Sultan and m ercifully 
settle the future of E gypt for a century to 
come.” 
T hus we see th at Mr. Gladstone has 
been as insincere aud as deceitful w ith the 
E gyptians aud Turks as he has been w ith the 
Irish.

He paid bis cook $2 5 0 per week and she had 
as flue an assortm ent of jew elry aud dresses 
as his wife, and the pair had secrecy wrestled 
with

it 
suggested, 
until 
finally 
they 
engaged 
a 
new 
coo’-. 
The 
new 
girl 
was 
honest! 
W h at high 
wages th a t fem ale ought to receive! 
A s the 
husband tells the story to the Com m ercial: 
‘ She had been sent out to a certain grocery to 
do some m arketing, arui, while gone, was ac­ 
costed by another grocer and offered by bim a 
silk dress if she would give him my trade. 
Being 
honest 
she 
came 
straight 
hom e 
and told of it. 
This set my wife to think­ 
ing, and she asked the girl if th at was a com ­ 
mon practice. 
‘Ob, yes,’ she replied, ‘but 
I 
never 
would 
beat 
my 
m istress 
th at 
way.’ 
The inquiry 
developed 
tho fact 
that 
the 
servant 
girls, 
especially 
the 
cooks, 
who do 
m ost of 
the 
m arketing, 
‘stand in’ with the grocers and m eat meu, 
and carry their custom where they can make 
the best commissions. 
\Vhen I lived in tho 
city I did my own m arketing, but when I 
moved out on the H ills I arranged with a 
grocer to supply me, and took a passbook. 
I 
gave this to the cook, w ith directions to 
alw ays buy the best of everything at th at 
place. 
T he same was done w ith the butcher. 
Soon the tea and coffee becam e unfit to drink, 
the butter was bad, and the m eat, from a 
place where I always got the best, was tough 
and alm ost unfit for use. My wife com plained, 
and the girl told her th at th a t grocer and that 
meat m an cheated ber,or did not keep first-class 
articles, but she knew where she could got the 
best of everything. W e accordingly w ithdrew 
our patronage from our old places, and the 
change was im m ediately apparent, for every­ 
thing appeared on the table in first-class con­ 
dition. 
How did I account for it? W hy, 
sim ply this way: 
The girl had been lured by 
the other grocer aud butcher, by a percentage 
of what aho purchased, to spoil the tea and 
coffee from the old grocer, and to get inferior 
m eat of the butcher as a pretext of leaving 
them , aud she carried out the terms of the con­ 
tract. 
W e cam e to notice th at whenever we 
changed cooks we likew ise changed grocers 
and butchers, until we em ployed the honest 
oue who ‘put us on to it.’ ” 


P H Y S I C A L C U L T U R E FO R WOMEN. 


The sim ple act of w riting or speaking of 
w hat one sees does not raise one above another 
adm irer of nature. 
O ften—perhaps generally 
—the man who says the least thinks the most. 
He who w rites a book or a series of essays 
upon n atural beauties is looked upou as a 
sincere lover of nature. 
H e m ay be such, and 
he may love money more, and may have used 
his talent for observation to increase tile con­ 
tents of bis pocket-book. 
W hile A m ericans 
are not wholly a m oney-getting people, the 
love of nature is too often crampon or diverted 
from its inclinations by an am bition to dwell 
in luxury at borne or to shine in society. 
A m erican women, particularly, are less given 
to out-of-door pursuits than those of nearly all 
other nations. 
The ooen-air pursuits for men 
are 
constantly 
increasing—some of 
them 
adding very m aterially to the list of exercises, 
which develop the physical powers, and prom ­ 
ise a succession of a healthy, barny race. 
There is less danger now of effem inacy among 
A m erican youth than there was a half-century 
ago. 
I t would bo a good thing if the same 
could be said of their fem ale cogeuers, 
Sm all 
feet, slight figures, slender bauds, and face 
w ithout n atu ral color, are fashionable, and are 
produced by fashionable but unnatural means. 
They bring w ith them lustreless eyes, flabby 
m uscles, weak constitution aud early decay. 
The question has been often asked: “ W hy do 
•American womeu fail so early ?” 
I t has been 
alm ost as frequently answ ered: “Because of 
w ant of judicious physical training in youth.” 
The answ er, though in the m ain correct, has 
had but little influence in bringing about a 
change for the better. 
E ith er tho lesson is 
not heeded, or the dem ands of life or society 
prevents its consideration. 
I t is tim e for a 
rebellion. 
I t was A braham Lincoln who said. “The 
right of revolution is inherent in a republican 
form of governm ent.” 
T his may be parodied 
by saving th a t “ tho right of rebellion is inhe­ 
rent in every w om an’s nature who finds her­ 
self overtaxed 
by indoor dem ands.” 
The 
principle, indeed, goes a trifle farther in both 
cases. 
N ot oul.v does the “ rig h t” exist; it 
savors more of duty than privilege. 
I t is a 
duty which every m an and w om an owes to 
future generations to advance physical culture. 
Meu do 
not stand as m uch in need of this 
adm onishm ent as do women. 
The naturally 
sedentary pursuits of the latter, and often their 
own inclinations or aim s, sh u t out from them 
the fresh air and invigorating sunlight which 
are so necessary to the acquirem ent of a phys­ 
ical education. 
fleury D. Thoreau, who has probably w ritten 
more prettily, and at the sam e tim e more lov­ 
ingly, of nature than any one else, was not 
proof against a com paratively early death. 
I t 
is judicious training anti regular application 
of principles, and not abuse of opportunity 
and acquited powers, th at produce good result*. 
Thoreau m ight be said to have lived in the 
woods. 
H e was a bachelor, could afford the 
idleness and gratify his intense love for tho 
beautiful in nature. 
Some critics have made 
him an exceptional A m erican in his love of 
natural scenes. 
T his is not true. 
T he excep­ 
tion was in bis opportunity. 
T housands of 


A m ericans love natural surroundings fully 
as m uch as did H enry D. T horeau; but other 
love*, duties and am bitious conflict, and the 
affection is divided or suppressed. 
H is printed 
praise is bu t tho expression of other hearts 
th a t b rat as warm ly as his did; his language, 
th at of other tongues which are m ute only 
through lack of opportunity. 
As a people, 
A m ericans love nature. 
F o r a tim e it seemed 
as ff tho residents in the older States would 
abandon field sports for the more sordid pur­ 
suits of m oney-m aking; bijt th at tim e has 
passed. 
T hat which is w anted in addition, 
however, is more varied out-of-door exercises 
for w om en; aud he who can institute eam es or 
entertainm ents which will bring them more 
frequently,and regularly under the influence 
of exercise in tho pure air will accom plish a 
needed reform ation, and win for him self the 
thanks of succeeding generations. 


I R I S H M A N U F A C T U R E S . 


I t is creditable to Ireland th a t her people are 
taking hold of the question of home m anufac­ 
tures in a vigorous m aim er in spite of the 
troubled tim es in which they exist. 
The word 
“exist” is used advisedly, because the peas­ 
ants cannot bo said to I e “ living,” in the true 
sense of th at term . 
I t is certainly to be hoped 
th at this industrial m ovem ent will grow, be­ 
cause it can be made to vastly inure to the 
m aterial prosperity of tho country. W hile Ire ­ 
land is not a coal or oro-i roducing land, it 
bos superb water-power facilities, and it is 
«aid by those \dtio are fam iliar w ith the sub­ 
ject th at they can be utilized for m anufactur­ 
ing purposes very cheaply. 
I t transpires th at 
m anufactures are m ostly needed now in the 
eastern, western and southern parts of tho 
island. 
In the northern part the m aking of 
linen goods is already a profitable business. In 
iho other sections m entioned, however, as a 
w riter in D onahue’s M agazine shows, such 
goods as tweeds, pilots, black cloths, friezes, 
woollens, blankets, cashm eres, winceys, co­ 
burgs, alpacas, 
druggets, 
corduroys, mole­ 
skins, flannel, shirtings, gray and w hite cali­ 
coes, carpets, woollen yarns, 
woollen 
and 
cotton handkerchiefs, shawls, bats, etc., can 
be easily m anufactured. 
Such goods would 
uot 
only 
sell 
well 
in 
Ireland, 
but 
there is no doubt th a t num erous dealers in 
A m erica would order consignm ents of them. 
Ireland could thus com pete, and no doubt very 
successfully, with the E nglish and Scotch 
m anufacturers. 
The w riter referred to sug­ 
gests th at a company bo started, to be called 
the “ Irish In d u strial M anufacturing Com­ 
pany,” with a capital of £ 1 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , in so 
m any shaves of £1 each; one-fourth to be paid 
in allotm ents, and the balance as may be re­ 
quired, as the greater p art will not bo w anted 
till such tim e as the works aro built and 
ready to begin business. 
T hen works or fac­ 
tories could bo started in such towns as D ub­ 
lin, Cork, 
W aterford and Lim erick. 
This 
plan is one of several sim ilar feasible ones 
which m ight be adopted, and Irish-A uiericans 
—and, iudeed, every sym pathizer with Ireland

E N G L A N D ’S T R A D E W I T H E G Y P T . 


H ow disastrous the E gyptian w ar m ay prove 
to E ngland in a com m ercial poiut of view m ay 
be approxim ately gleaned by a glance at the 
am ount of com m erce between the two disput­ 
ing countries. 
N o one can gainsay th at of late 
years E uropean capitalists have given a great 
im petus to E gypt’s commerce, 
and 
it

have 
nearly 
trebled. 
A n 
im m ense 
area 
of 
waste 
land 
has 
been 
reclaim ed 
and 
cultivated. 
Im proved 
cotton 
ginning 
factories and steam presses have been erected, 
aud cotton has been sent to the m arket in a 
fine condition. 
Tho gathered crops are now 
lyiug in the interior unsold. 
The native 
grower eau neither continue his cultivation 
nor pay his taxes, and thousands of native 
work-people aro threatened w ith starvation. 
The total value of the cotton-seed crop is now 
nearly £ 2 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , of w hich OO per cent, is 
exported to E ngland. 
T he stoppage of this 
export would seriously affect E nglish crushers 
and their workm en, and particularly agricul­ 
turists who use tho oil seeds for feeding cattle. 
The E n g lish soap-boilers would likewise be 
affected by tlio non-production of some 5 0 ,0 0 0 
tons of oil annually yielded from the sam e 
source. 
A t a m oderate es.im ate tho corn ex­ 
ports from E gypt, consisting chiefly of w heat 
and beans, are about 1 .0 0 0 ,0 0 0 quarters a n ­ 
nually, valued at £ 1 ,7 5 0 ,0 0 0 —about 70 per 
cent. or 75 per cent, of which goes to E ngland. 
O f sugar, some 8 0 ,0 0 0 tons are produced, 
valued at £ 6 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
Of wool, ivory, gum, 
etc., the exports may be U ken at £ 5 0 0 ,0 0 0 , 
nearly all of which is seut to E ngland. 
H er 
im ports consist chiefly of m anufactured goods, 
m achinery, coal, etc., the total being from 
£ 5 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 to £ 6 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , of which E ng lan d 
contributes 
four-fiftbs.

The 
average crop is now

ling, of which two-thirds goes to E ngland. In 
the Bolton district alone some 5 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 spin­ 
dles are em ployed on this staple, aud 2 0 ,0 0 0 
hands occupied; and taking 2,000,0(40 spin­ 
dles for other districts, even excluding Scot­ 
land, fully 2 5 ,0 0 0 work-people, whose earn­ 
ings am ount to £ 1 per week each, would bo 
affected by the stoppage of the supply of Egyp­ 
tian cotton. 
Besides all this E ngland also 
finds her exports of cotton goods to E gypt 
threatened with annihilation, to say nothing 
of her vast m erchant and m arine trade.

But atter the battle of Nava­ 
rino, in w hich the Turkish f e e t was d estroyed bi­ 
ttie join t action of Franco, England ana Russia, 
it was not stated, nor was it the fact. that wo were 
at war with Turkey. My friend says wa have given 
no d istinct itifuriuation us to what we are fighting 
for.

But if my friend asks me w hether the act will 
have any other consequences, I will tell him one 
con seq uence larger, wider and more difficult to 
grasp and feel. 
I do not say that tho Im portance 
of tins consequence would have justified tho aer, 
but it is ono 
tho 
im portance o f w hich my 
hon. friend will not deny the gravity. 
Does my 
honorable friend bear in mind tue m assacre which 
occurred iii A lexandria a few w eeks ago? 
Does 
he bear in m ind that the m a-sacre remains, down 
to the present m om ent, wholly u nex am in ed ana 
unavenged? 
Does he estim ate the effect which 
a m assacre of that k in d unavenged and un­ 
exam ined, but. subjected to a pretended 
ex­ 
am ination w hich was a mockery, a delusion and 
a snare—would liavo had upon the security, not 
only o f all Englishm en, not only of all British 
subjects, but of all European people through­ 
out 
the 
whole 
c a s t? 
Can he 
reflect 
with 
satisfaction on that, and eau he 
believe that 
his m ode of e x a m in in g these c r e st aud difficult 
questions, mid com p u tin g their con seq uences— 
can he feel with great confidence 
that that 
is the, only ju st aud 
true 
mode? 
W e 
look 
upou ’ the 
present 
arrangement 
in 
Egyp t 
a* tho prevalence of so m eth in g which Is not ade­ 
quately described even by the unfavorable phrase 
of a military despotism . 
It is not entitled to be 
called a m ilitary despotism , because a military 
despotism , at all events, means a regularly organ­ 
ized governm en t acting by som e kind of law. 
That winch prevails in E g yp t is simply a state of 
military violence, w ithout any law w hatever, and 
the question w hether th a t 
state o f 
military 
violence D agreeable to the people of E g yp t is a 
question w hich has not y e t been answered, and 
which 
C a n n o t W e l l b e S o lv e d W h i l e t h e M i l i t a r y 
V io le n c e P r e v a il * . 
We know it is in defiance of tho orders o f the 
Sultan, and we know it is in defiance of the wishes 
of the K hedive, that there has been unnecessarily 
a rd w antonly m ixed up w ith problems not d.f- 
llcult of solution, as to the Internal state and 
in&tituttons 
c f Egyp t, 
the 
dreadful

orders of the people. 
W e know th a t w e have ab­ 
jured every selfish object and purpose in this 
m atter, ann my honorable friend may rest assured

There Is now in N ew York a Yakoot, probably 
tho brat man of that race ever In the United 
States. 
The Yakoots are a Siberian tribe of 
Asiatic origin; they live on the shores of the 
Lena, where Captaiu De Long and his party found 
snowy graves. 
The nam e of this Yakoot is Mr. 
BraUhim. 
Ile is or middle S tatu re, with hardly 
any hair on his chin and lip, though lie Is 25 years 
old. 
His prominent eheek hones and the square 
contour of his face show his Astatic origin, yet 
his oyes are rather those o f a white man. 
His 
legs are somewfeiitt hewed, ow lu g to on apparatus 
w hich the YukcMs use In training their babies. 
Mr. Brakliini speaks bis own Yakoot langu .go 
and also Russian, though with a peculiar accent. 
He was visited by a reporter o f tile New York Sou 
on Tuesday, who had the following interview with 
him: 
“ W hat Induced you, 
Mr. Brakhim, to leavo 
Yakoi.tsk and com e t o this country?” asked tho 
reporter in Russian. 
“In 1876," lie replied, “ there was a congress of 
Orientalists in St. Petersburg, and the Russian 
governm ent brought to that congress a nu in lier 
id Yakoots. Buriats, Ostiaks, Kirghizes, and m em ­ 
bers of other lib erian tribes as s im p le s of Rtis- 
sianization. 
I was one of the Yakoot samples. 
Once in St. Petersburg, I decided to see more ol 
tile civilized world. 
I have beeu In France and in 
England, and now I w ant to see America. 
I 
would like to study this country, its people, and 
its institutions." 
“ Are the Yakoots a numerous race?” 
“ There are about 2 5 0 ,0 0 0 o f them. 
They lead 
a semi-nciuailio lite along tho I,-na and its tribu­ 
taries. 
Twice a year they ch an ge their abode. In 
sum m er they settle ou the num erous islands or 
tho Lena and on the shores ut tho other rivers, 
where they mow hay and cultivate a little barley 
atid still less rye. 
in winter they m ove to their 
winter quarters, where they stay for soveu loug, 
cold m onths.” 
“ What is tile chief occupation of your race?” 
“ W e keep cow s aud mare*. 
We use the m.iro’s 
milk to make koumiss. 
The Riel! Men A n i o n s V s 
ow n from IOO to 5 0 0 cow s and half that num ber 
of mares. 
The poor own about a dozen cows. 
A 
man w ho is worth a thousand roubles (about 
$700) is looked upon as very wealthy. 
We sup- 
lily the gold miners w ith butter and meat. 
W e 
keep a few deer, aud with them m ake excursions 
to th e ice ocean. 
Our villages con sist ol a n um ­ 
ber o f tents, built regardless of any order, so that 
we have no streets. 
The tents aro square at the 
base and pyramidal in shape; they aru built gen ­ 
erally of rough posts, put side by side. 
'Hie 
rich men, however, use cut wood, or even make 
houses. 
There aro sm all w indow s about a foot 
square, w ith ice panes miring the winter, and 
w ith sheets of m ica or small pieces of broken 
glass set in birch bark frames during the sum ­ 
mer. 
Glass panes four in d ies square are the 
largest I ever saw in tho houses of our rich people. 
Tho ice window s l ist through the winter, al­ 
though fire is kept on the hearths n ig h t and day, 
anil when they n.eit we know th at the ti mo has 
com e for us to m ove to our sum m er quarters. W e 
do not m ove our tents, winch avo Jett stand in g 
p rmanoutly in both Hie sum m er ana winter 
(planers. 
The stables in winter adjoin the tents, 
so that our cattle have the benefit ot tho fires. 
Am ple yards, w ith high iences, com plete tho pic­ 
ture of our village.” 
••What about your people?” 
“ Iiie Yakoots are of m iddle stature, and have 
straight 
black 
hair, broad nos«g, 
prom inent 
ch ck bones, and eyes that resem ble som ew hat 
those of tim Chinese. 
The m en cu t their hair 
short and leave a long, loose lock on the back of 
the head, som ething like a Cliinose queue. 
The 
women have rich black hair, which limy always 
covet with a handkerchief. 
The Yakoots aro not 
prolific. 
A fam ily usually has about three chil­ 
dren. 
They aro friendly and peaceable, and tho 
wom en arc regarded as equal to the mon in every 
respect. 
Monogamy is strictly observed, 
in the 
m orning we drink tea—brick tea. 
We scrape It 
with a knife, boil it In a clay pot, and drink it 
with milk. 
T h e K i c k F a m i l i e s U s e A l s o a U t i l e Sin ic or, 
w hich they bito off In small pieces. 
W e have no 
bread at all, for we cannot bake It on our hearths. 
Broad is a great luxury, aud when one of us 
brings a loaf of it from the city of Y akootsk it is 
divided into small p ieces and distributed around. 
We have, however, 
barley flour, 
of w hich we 
som etim es prepare a kind of bun or custard. 
About noon we eat b u t u h a s - t h .it is, sour milk 
m ixed with fresh milk ai.d w ater and a powder 
ut. de of soft pine nark. 
Bout milk we keep lur 
m onths in large pits d u g In the earth. 
Of course 
it is frozen hard and we cut it with axes. 
A bout 
3 o’clock w e agaiu eat Imtuhas. 
Before g o in g to 
sleep the well-to-do people ear meat, w hile tho 
poor cat more t u tu Ii ae. 
Borne lim es w e have bar­ 
ley gruel and other preparations of milk. In w in­ 
ter we occasionally have fish.” 
“ W hat ideas have tho Yakoots of the w orld ?” 
“ Let us begin at tho beginning. 
Of the origin 
of tile world the Y'nkoots have this tradition: lu 
Hie beginning there was only water, aud at the 
bottom there was tho devil w orking in bis black­ 
sm ith shop. 
One? on a time an eg g fell down 
upon tho lire through tho chim ney, and tho devil 
was going to burn it; but when tho eg g was 
heated a bird sprang out o f it aud rushed toward 
the burlace of water. 
The devil hurried after the 
bird. 
When, In 
the shape 
of 
an 
Immense 
bulb, 
lie 
appeared 
on 
tho surface, the bird 
was flying 
in tho 
air. 
The 
bird 
said 
to 
tim devil: 
‘What 
is there at the bottom of 
(lie waler." 
‘There is earth,’ tho devil answered. 
•Bring a piece of it to m e ,’ said tho bird. 
Tile 
devil dived, but could not bring the earth. 
Ile 
dived again and again, and tho third tim e he 
brought un a piece o f eartii. 
Suddenly the bird 
flew over the earth crosswise, and tho devil fell 
to th e bottom , while the earth remained on clio 
surface. 
Atter awhile the devil appeared again 
on the surface, ana tried to pull the earth down 
into the water. 
Ile pulled and pulled, but tho 
earth grew bigger and bigger, until It becam e as 
large as we see it uow. 
Then the bird flew cross­ 
wise again aud 
T h e D e v i l F e l l t o t h e R o l l o u t . 
Tho bird said to Hie earth: ‘.Mother earth, pro­ 
tect every living being that shall spring out of 
thy bosom.’ 
But the earth answered: ‘No, I shall 
protect only the dead.’ 
T ro to c t also tho livin g,’ 
the bird insisted. 
Then tu e earth answered: 
‘Well, I will do it if you will forgive their sin s.’ 
‘I w in ,’ said th e bird. 
That 
Gird was God 
A lm ighty. 
U nhappily.” tho Yakoot Continued 
w u u a smile, “ uiv people db not know as uuico of 
ttie world today as of its origin. 
Yet they know 
that beyond tho sea thoro is tho city o f B in 
Francisco, inhabited by the Americans, a rich 
and kind people. 
They know of the Americans, 
because som e years ago an A m erican com pany 
cam e to Siberia to build a railroad troiu the 
Pacific to the Ural mountains. 
The Russian 
governm ent did not allow them to do if. 
That 
com p an y donated to the Y akoots a largo sum 
o f m on ey for the purpose of building schools. 
U nfortunately, as yet we can n ot lay hold of 
th a t money. 
Besides, tile Yakoots know of the 
ex iste n c e of the Kakbtag, or (lim who is lur 
away; that is their name for tho Czar. 
They 
believe m a t tho Rakfitag eau do much good or 
muon evil, if he chooses. 
They know also that 
in Siberia there is living a great man, Teller ai- 
shevsky, who wanted to reorganize Russia. 
The 
Huklltag seat him to Bilio, re and ionised to 
accept for him a ransom of 4d,GOU,OOO roubles, 
offered by the foreign Rakhtags. 
They have 
heard also that in bygone ages there lived a 
great man 
nam ed 
‘\o l t o r . ’ 
I hey mean V ol­ 
taire. 
He, like Tebernishevsky, they say, wanted 
to icorganizo the world. 
To read the works ut 
Voltur is, ip their opinion, a great sin; yet, they 
say, tlu-ro was a Y’ukoot who read Voltor. 
Be­ 
yond this the worm of today and the world’s his­ 
tory aro a blank page for them. 
As they do not 
serve In tho army, they have no chance to hear or 
see anything beyond w hat happens on the shores 
o f the Lena. 
Iu 18 7 6 , out o f 2 5 d ,00 0 Yakoots 
there were about seventy-five who could read iu 
the Russian. 
No wonder, then, that the Yakoots 
have 
ATo I d e a W h a t e v e r o f K u llr n m la , 
telegraphs and gaslights. 
W hile living in St. 
Petersburg I wrote once to mv Y'nkoot friends, 
and tried to exp lain these th in gs to them. I knew 
I could not convey to them a clear idea of the sub ­ 
ject. 
l e n t an answer of this sort: 
‘Friona, wo 
can n ot comprehend tile wonders you talk about. 
Beware of Voltor.’ 
There are a few Y akoots who 
have been educated in the gram m ar school at Ya 
kootsk, aud tw o Yakoots la-t year com pleted a 
university education. 
I ain sure I am toe first 
Yakoot who ever ventured to cross tile ocean.” 
“ Are tho Yakoots Christians or Pagans?” 
“ They are Christian in name, hut pagan in fact. 
A ccording to the law passed in 1 8 0 3 aff Y'akoots 
born since then have been baptized as Christians. 
T in y are also manned by tho Rn ss I >n . priests. 
Tuev receive com m union, and when they die are 
buried by the p n c ts. 
They know bow to cross 
them selves iu the ltu-siaii orthodox 
way, but 
they know not a single Russian prayer and don’t 
understand a word of th? sacred services. 
Homo 
years ago a Russian missionary, 
now Bishop 
D iouisy, translated the New T estam ent into tho 
Y.,koot language;’but, as tho Yakoots cannot read, 
tilev could not avail them selves bf th" Holy Book. 
O n ’Easter day the pri-sts read the Testam ent in 
the oiiurehes in the Y akoot’ tongue. 
The ira aro 
no Yakoot 
priests, 
and 
there 
are 
but 
few 
churches. 
S om etim es the Yakoots have to go 
(rom IOO to 3 0 0 mil s to got a priest. 
U ud -r 
such circum stances tile Yakoots continuo to ob­ 
serve tho pagan w orship of their forefathers. 
Though there are no idols left, yet ihey live closo 
to their numerous gods. 
Every e v e n in g wheu 
they eat meat they throw pierce on tile fire in 
order o propitiate som e god. 
Every I ime they 
drink k . o m y n they splash a little of t Hie delicious 


drink on the fire. 
They ador# Tangrn, the Chris­ 
tian God, not more than tho p*|fan, Avn,ton (the 
I.ordv 
In case o f sickness ihev ca I upon tho 
Oyoun; that is, tho Sorcerer, or the Ouuanaii, the 
w itc h . 
These conjure th e devil, end thus euro 
the patients. 


T h e i r T n e o r y o f 8 cu n e»» 
is this: 
The devil, on 
being offended, enters a 
m an and begins to oat his tlosh. 
The Oyoun and 
th e Oudahau have power to learn from the devil 
what sacrifice he wants from tho patient. 
Thus a 
cow, or a calf, or even a horse of some color is 
nam ed by the devil. 
Tho anim al Is killed, its legs 
and hide are hung up in th e woods, and the meat 
Is appropriated bv tho ‘m edicine man.’ 
ilia 
priests persecute tho Oyouns and refuse them 
com m union, 
The Oyotius give no medicine what­ 
ever. 
'Ihev only conjure." 
“ Arc tho Y.moots satisfied w ith tho Russian 
governm ent?” 
“They don’t corno m uch in contact with the 
Rus-init officials, for they are governed by their 
own eiders, elected from am ong themselves. 
Yet 
tlit*v have their grievances, 
In the first place, 
tficy are dissatisfied because the government ap­ 
propriated so much o f their land for t ie Ibis-tin 
axl es. 
I hen they don’t ilko to have Russian 
murderers, horse thieves and other criminals in 
their neighborhood. 
There is not much friend­ 
ship between tho Yakoots and the Russians. 
Tho 
Rti-sians call us dogs, and when we want to 
frighten our children we say, ‘Nutcha (Russian) 
Climes.’ ” 
“ Do you possess laud In com m on, or divide it?” 
“Our laud is common property. 
We divide it 
only for a number ol years, and thus eveiv family 
mows hay and cultivates barley • ii it* own lot. 
As taxpayers, our people aro divided into three 
c u s se s, according to tim num ber ol cattle th-y 
possess. 
Bo we pay th,rec, live or ten rouble.-, a 
year.” 
“ Where do you get your knives, axes and ether 
Implements?” 
“ Our own blacksmiths m ake them. 
They can 
even m ake rifles, locks, scales, scythes aud so on. 
Spoons and cups we m ake of wood.” 
“ It m u st be a tedious life iii tho Siberian 
woods aud snow'.”' 
•‘Why, I don’t think so. Our people are sociable; 
they Olton VI,it one another, and instead of your 
Glow no you do?’ they ask. ’How arc your hay 
ami woou?’ And ihore is much Betise iu that ques­ 
tion, for no Yakoot eau feel well it i c ha, not 
enough of Day and wood. 
Then our young mon 
and wom en meet together, sing, dance as lively 
as their heavy deerskin dross allow*, and tell 
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V a l l e y s , 
and o f the com bat betw een a good young man 
and a bad young man for toe bride of the former. 
I T hanks to Russian civilization, the Yakoots drink 
vodka, sm oke tobacco aud play cards, 
in spring, 
when the first koomyss In made, we celebrate a 
I national holiday. 
Our yo u n g men compete in 
running, Jumping and w restling, aud the victors 
d o n ’t care even for a wreath, b em e satisfied with 
the consciousness of 
tlwir superior skill and 
strength. 
.Still, I m ust ad m it that poetry and 
m usic are undeveloped am on g us. 
The continu­ 
ous snow storms and dreadful frosts are not 
favorable to art. 
In spite of ail that, however, I 
th in k our people are as happy as nay other in m o 
j world." 
"Then you d o n ’t set m uch value on our dis­ 
coveries, inventions, im provem ents 
and com- 
J forte?” 
“ I would value th em m uch if they contributed 
m uch toward prolonging hum an life, and thus 
served to increase human 
happiness. 
You may 
think it too much presum ption ior a roan com ing 
i from tho Y akoot snow to criticise modern civiliz­ 
ation. 
Let it lie so: but I believe that there is 
too 
m uch 
contusion 
a m on g 
your thinkers 
as 
to 
the 
fundam ental 
principles of 
life. 
What 
is 
truth, 
justice, 
virtue. 
Christianity, 
socialism , 
liberty, 
brotherhood? 
You 
may 
oxiuuist oceans of ink, and yet you will not lie 
nearer to the point t han when you used m c first 
drop. 
Therelore, I s a y , th ose principles are not 
sufficient, tieing obscure aud indefinite. 
Mean­ 
while, life itsell suggests a solid, tangible, amt 
scll-evtdent 
principle. 
U f o 
itsell 
is 
the 
greatest 
happiness. 
Every 
living 
being, 
w hether 
by 
reason 
or 
by 
instinct, 
tries 
to 
preserve life us 
long 
as possible. 
Therefore 
longevity is 
the 
universal 
principle. 
Every­ 
thing that tends to Increase Iiu in.-iii life is good, 
and everything that ch ecks it lutist be bail. 
Tho

faro is of ancient origin, and d uring th e end ol 
the last century it was fashionable in London,

ancient and peculiar game.

Tim law against faro dealing is exp licit in 
all parts o f the country, but it is nevertheless a 
fact that, w ith but few exceptions, no effort is 
made to 
suppress it offuotually.

b ut alway* 
w ithout

of the different games. 
A* to the gam e itself, 
nothing Is more difficult to describe. 
The mere 
m echanism of a game which c a i scarcely be 
learned otherw ise than bv observation and prac­ 
tice Is m t easy of description. 
How can the m ys­

be conveyed 
to 
those 
who 
know

n ot of 
"coppering,” 
“sin gieou t,” 
“ break even," 
“ odds” 
and “ evens” 
of 
tno 
relined article of sw itch in g and the u navailing 
coup o f th e “ whipsaw"? 
Let it merely bo said 
that a full pack of cards is inserted lace upwards 
in a metal box, open at one side; that th e alter­ 
nate cards from the top one win. aud the alter­ 
nate cards from the second one lose. 
This is Hie 
order of rotation from the top, the first card be­ 
ing of course considered .toad, the third, fifth, 
seventh, ninth and s o o n will win, and th e second, 
fourth, 
sixth , 
eighth and so on will lose. 
Gurus 
may tie backed to win or lose. 
All bets are even 
save when only one turn (I. e.) four cards remain 
in tho box. 
Of these four cards tw o are co n sid ­ 
ered dead, the top one as b elonging to the pre­

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against, n am in g them in their order. Tiffs, at first 
sight, seem s a liberal proposition; but a slight 
reckoning of Hie many different com binations 
that m ay be rnado with th ese cards will show how 
great an advantage Hie banker has in tiffs case 
over Hie better.

Tho only ostensible advantage

half of tim bets tall to the banker instead of 
being considered even. 
The gam e is recorded 
on a small instrum ent called the c ise or cue- 
keeper, resem bling th e framed wires strung with 
wooden balls used for counting at school.

lie 15 per oent. against any individual player, 
but ut course th e collective advantage is far 
greater. 
Tile success of the game, barked by 
sufficient capital to resist a few luoky bets, is a 
m athem atical certainty, like roulette and other 
games, to w hich dupes aud spondtnifts have been 
contributing tor centuries. 
Tile devices for cheating at faro aro numer­ 
ous, and even iii an honestly conducted house 
» player constantly backing certain cards or pur­ 
suing a system would tic liable to lose, for tho 
dealer w ho shuffles and cu ts to him self is g e n ­ 
erally practised enough to arrange tho deal or at 
least so m e part of it much to ids own wish.

dealers o f faro acquire their exiling only by loug 
and con stant application. 
They are generally 
sharp, keen and 
impassive men. 
An expert

generally all tho way from $25 to * 1 0 0 per 
week,

prices

paid, 
when the services rendered justify it. 
Outside 
ol the dealers, the other professional and habitual 
attendants at tho faro table aro nearly all repro­ 
ductions in the broad lines of tim individuals one 
may see h aunting tho purlieus of Loudon and 
Baris and hovering around Hie green cloth at all 
public resorts. 
Yret, tho faro-wOrslffppers arc 
numerous aud em brace ninny from tile' different 
walks of every-day 
life. 
Tho 
proprietors are 
n-ually respleudant with 
diam onds and watoh- 
chains, and redolent of cigars aud fine whiskey. 
The players are usually sw aggerin g and peculiarly 
brazen, while the hangers on are shabby and 
hardened; the cappers, us they are termed, are 
abundant and active. 
N ew York, of course, as 
being the metropolis and the gayest of A m erican 
cities, is tile favorite hom e of faro. 
Banks flour­ 
ish in every part of the city aud there are gene­ 
rally more than IOO well-known and well-estab­ 
lished games in operation. 
Wherever iu N ew 
York there is any concentration of life will be 
found a faro bauk. 
E ven in the down town busi­ 
ness streets, such as Ann, Chambers and Fu!-_ 
ton, arc establishm ents providing tho pastime' 
known na day gam es to the Wall street onecu- 
lators, and others of that like, daring the inter­ 
vals of their regular occupation. The total cubital 
of tho New York faro rooms amounts to 
M o r e I b a u S I,O J O ,OOO, 
of wliich sum a Half dozen of tho largest estab- 
m ents possess one-quarter or more, having from 
$ 4 0 ,0 0 0 to $ 5 0 ,0 0 0 each. 
There are many gam es 
having a capital of $ 10 ,00 0 , more still with two, 
three, four or five, and then the hum ble houses 
having lrom $ 5 0 0 to $ 1 0 0 0 , 
The ow nership of a 
faro gam e Is so profitable th at frequently a party 
ow ning a good location is given a halt interest In 
the gam e w ithout furnishing a dollar of tho hank­ 
ing capital. 
Indeed, so profitable is a good faro 
bank m a t large prices are I requently ottered for 
a small interest therein. 
A stranger in any of Hie large cities w ishing to

tain J. \V. Anderson o f the British bark Em m an­ 
uel Swedenborg. 
Tile Swedenborg arrived at 
Philadelphia last Saturday from Spain with a

D own in tho cabin many tied for relief, but it was 
of no' avail, for it seeniod as though there were as 
m any below decks as there were above. 
I noticed 
that itll that attacked me were thin anil mean 
looking. 
Borne had hills a half an inch iii tenure, 
w hleb they inserted in one’s face and arui* with 
marked 
vtciou-*nes*.

took 
but 
a second 
or tw o for 
them to 
eat 
enough 
to 
fatten 
them 
beyond 
alt 
belief, 
i t 
took 
all 
our

to kill tho

YI lien I sallied out on tho deck again I thought I 
was proof against th e bites of Hie mosquitoes. 
N ot so, however. 
They m anaged to bother mo 
alm ost as much as before,

the crew had swathed their tacos and necks with 
shirts, leaving ouly sp ace enough to see. 
I was 
driven alm ost.dosperaie and I

may know now glad I wa* when I tumid that they 
had not got iii) so far. 
Tho first m ute called to 
mn to know Uow it was un there,

The Southern Educational Bill 
Rejected. 


The Mormons’ Determination to 
Resist the New Law. 


The 
Senate 
Continues to 
Prune 
Robeson** N aval Bill* 


W ashington, July 27.—Tbc Home today re­ 
fused to consider the scheme for extending Fed­ 
eral ald to education In the Sontb, which the 
chairm an of the committee on education and 
labor sought to have passed under the Pound 
rule. He first asked to have the House set some 
tim e for the consideration of the question, but 
mistakenly changed his mind and asked to have 
the bill passed. 
There were, however, enough 
members 
present who objected 
to rushing 
through such an im portant measure without dis­ 
suasion to cause the rejection of the bill. 
The only measure of any importance agreed to 
bv the House under the new rule was a bill re­ 
ported from the committee on the judiciary by 
Mr. Reed to regulate the fees and practice in 
extradition 
cases. 
This 
is a 
bill 
drafted 
originally in 
the Senate committee on the 
judiciary 
and 
agreed 
to 
by 
tne .Senate 
some tim e ago. 
It is the direct result of the 
scandal growing out of the extradition last sum­ 
m er of the alleged Italian brigand, Vincenzo 
Kebello. Although the committee in their report 
declared that they knew of no one head of con­ 
tention in our barge volume of laws involving 
great and im portant questions freer from wrong 
and injustice to the person accused than the m atter 
of extradition in tins country, they nevertheless 
reported this bill, which makes some changes 
in theold law. This provides among other things 
that on the bearing of any case n ’<der a claim of 
extradition by any foreign government, upon 
affidavit being filed'by the person charged, setting 
forth that there are witnesses whose evidence is 
m aterial to his defence; that he cannot safely go 
to trial without them; that 
lie expects 
to 
prove by each of teem , 
and 
that 
be 
is 
not 
possessed 
of 
sufficient 
means, and is 
actnally unable to pay the fees of such witnesses, 
the judge or commissioner before whom such 
claims for extradition are heard may order that 
aueh witnesses be subpoenaed, the costs incurred 
and the fees to De paid as in the case of witnesses 
subpoenaed in behalf of the United States, also 
that where deposition warrants or other papers 
or 
copies 
thereof 
shall 
be 
offered 
in 
evidence 
upon 
tile 
hearing 
of 
an 
extradition case, they shall oe admitted as evi­ 
dence if they shall be properly and legally au­ 
thenticated so as to entitle them to be received 
for sim ilar purposes by the tribunals of tho for­ 
eign country from which the accused shall have 
escaped. 
The greater part of the time of the House was 
consumed today In the discussion of a bill grant­ 
ing the right or way through the Choctaw nation 
to the St. Louis and San Francisco Railway Com­ 
pany. This bill, which passed the Senate two 
months ago, was passed by a large majority.

discussion on the Beck amendment—Mr. Hale in­ 
sisted th at four ships come before Congress clean, 
and th at the Naval Advisory Board had now the 
power to protect tho government from any 
em barrassm ent about 
old contracts. 
He as­ 
serted that, the cost of the four vessels had 
been but $3,500,OOO, these being the figures 
given by Secretary Chandler in his letter to the 
chairm an of the House committee on appropria­ 
tions. Mr. Ingalls asserts th at the monitors had 
cost S9.000.000 already; the Puritan, $2,000,000; 
A m phitrite, 1,200,000; Terror, $1,000,000, and 
Monadnock. $1,300,000. 
Mr. Beck’s am endment 
was adopted, 37 to 19, and another am endment 
to reduce the appropriation for the bureau of 
steam engineering from $2,400,000 to $ I,COO,- 
OOO, was also agreed to. The motion to strike out 
the clause “abolishing the rank of commodore’’ 
was agreed to—yeas, 27; nays, 22.

Washington, July 27.—A determined effort 
will be made by the Mormons to render nugatory 
the law enacted at the present session of Con­ 
gress to suppress polygamy. 
Ex-Delegate Can­ 
non, who bas passed the greater part of bis time 
In W ashington since the election in 1880 was de­ 
clared void, paid a visit of one week to Utah, re­ 
cently, 
and 
it 
iB 
thought 
th at when he 
was there a programme ot orderly resistance to 
the operations of the anti-polygamy law was 
mapped out. This bill, it will be remembered, 
Imposes a fine of not more than $300 or im prison­ 
m ent for more than six months, or both, in tho 
discretion 
of 
the court, 
upon 
any 
person 
convicted 
of 
cohabiting 
with 
more 
than 
one 
woman. 
No 
polygamist, 
bigamist, 
or 
person 
cohabiting 
with 
more 
than 
one woman is eligible for election or appointment 
or eligible to any office in, under or for any Terri­ 
tory or place or under the United Slates. Next 
fall there will be a great struggle between the 
Gentiles aud the Mormons in the elections for 
such Territorial officers as are not appointed 
by the President. This election will 
be held 
under 
the 
supervision 
of 
the commission 
recently appointed by the President in ooedience 
to the requirements of the act for the suppression 
of polygamy. The Mormons outnumber the Gen­ 
tiles in Utah by many thousands. The women are 
allowed 
to 
vote, 
although they are subject 
to

us 
men for 
viola­ 
tions 
of 
the anti-polygamy 
law. 
Delegate 
Cannon is authority for the statem ent that 
one in every eight and a half of the Mormons is 
a monogamist, and therefore the Mormons out­ 
side of those practising polygamy are equal to, if 
not greater in numbers, than the Gentiles. But 
the Mormons intend to do all that lies in their 
power to retain the political supremacy they now 
possess. aud the contest between the friends and 
foes of polygamy 
W ill be I.nng and B itte r. 
In conversation with your correspondent today, 
Mr. Cannon said: “Our people are determined to 
test the constitutionality of the Edmunds act, 
and three or lour test cases will be made at the 
first opportunity to lay beiore the Supreme 
Court. 
It is true that since the passage ut 
the bill many Mormons have ceased to live 
w ith more than one wife. John Taylor, president 
of the church, for example, who formerly dwelt lu

“ I cannot tell bow many will vote, but a great 
number will attem pt to vote," was the reply. 
“Take the case of a man having two wives. After 
the passage of the Edmunds bill be placed one of 
them, or both, IU separate residences from the one 
in which he makes his home. He applies to 
register his name as a voter. 
The registry officer 
says to the man that he is a polygamist. The 
answer will be

th a t the would-be voter has cohabited with more 
than one woman. The man would be apt to say: 
<1 have had, it is true, two wives, but a law has 
l>een enacted making it unlawful for me in this 
Territory to cohabit with more than one woman.

law. You must prove that I have violated the 
law before you can deny me the rights guaranteed 
a citizen by the Constitution. A great deal de­ 
pends upon the spirit in which the commistion 
enforces the law. lr it acts liberally aud with­ 
stands the bigoted sentim ent that made possible 
the passage of such a monstrous bill, I think 
th at in the course of time our poopie will pass 
through the ordeal without the loss of homes and 
tam m es." 
"W ill not the temporary rupture of polygamous 
ties tend ultimately to make many of your people 
monogamists?’’ 
"That is a question tbatcannot be satisfactorily 
answered until alter the experiment is fully tried. 
The Mormons will bold fast to their faith. 
We 
have borne persecution in the past aud are pr • 
pared to meet this, the greatest of ail our trials, 
in tne future. We stand together and sink per­ 
sonal differences for toe common good. We trust 
to time 
for our vindication. Civilization is 
constantly advancing. New people are pouring 
into the coutry around us. We are 150,000 peo­ 
ple In the midst of 50,000,000, and certainly can­ 
not harm this great country if we were disposed 
to do bo. 
lf we are wrong the civilization of the 
tutMttt will compel us to abandon our faith* but 


laws enacted in obedience to wild clamor from 
people entirely ignorant of our institutions will 
not drive us from our religion and our families.’’

W Assure TOW, July 29.—It is generally believed 
that the fate of the river and harbor bill was de­ 
cided at the cabinet meeting today; but the secret 
is well kept. Members of the cabinet who are in 
the cit} refuse to give any information as to what 
transpired at the meeting today, even to ad­ 
m itting th at the river and harbor hill was under 
consideration. The opinion generally expressed

Houses, still Insist that it will be signed, but that 
the President will reserve to himself the right to 
indicate what portion of the vast sum appropri­ 
ated shall be expended, and where. 
Leading 
Democrats express doubts as to tho veto of the 
bill. They say the President has not the hardi­ 
hood or the political shrewdness to send in a veto 
on this bill. It is understood that the political 
question is not the least factor at work in this 
difficulty; and it bas been represented to the 
President by the chairman of the committees that 
he could take the course indicated above, sign 
the bill, and reserve the right to expend such of 
the appropriations as he chooses and secure a 
great advantage for himself and for bis part}. 
Late this evening the statement was put in cir­ 
culation by a gentleman close to a member of the 
cabinet that at the meeting today It w as decided 
to veto the bill. 
In anticipation of a veto message 
on Monday, leading Republicans are urging a 
caucus to be held Tuesday evening at which it is 
intended to consider three propositions, one of 
which is to pass a bill appropriating a lump sum 
for public improvements to be used at the discre­ 
tion of the secretary of war; another to scale 
down tne present bill DO per oent.; and a third to 
do nothing in the way of presenting a bill, leav­ 
ing the m atter to go over to the next session.

Washington, July 30.—The unusual action of 
the House in taking two days recess of this stage 
of the session Indicates disposition to leave five 
or six hundred private claim ants with bills on 
the speaker’s table and thousands in committee 
rooms without present redress. An effort will lie 
made to do ss little as possible under the plea 
of avoiding vicious legislation during the last 
hours of the session. The resolution to adjourn 
August 4 will probably be adopted bv the House 
in a day or two.

The House bill increasing the pay of letter 
carriers was passed by the Senate today without 
amendment. The amended sections of the exist­ 
ing law will read as follows: 
Section 3. Upon the recommendation of the post­ 
master of any city, the postmaster-general may estab­ 
lish a third grade of letter carriers, known as auxilia­ 
ries. who shall be paid at the rate of £000 per annum, 
and who may be employed at any letter carrier office. 
.Section 4. Appointments of letter carriers in cities 
having two or more classes shall be made to the class 
having the minimum rate of pay. and promotions 
from the lower grades in said cities shall be made to 
the next higher grade at the expiration of one year’s 
service, on certificate of the postmaster to the 
efficiency and faithfulness of the candidate during the 
preceding year; provided, however, that the postmas­ 
ter-general be and he is hereby authorized to appoint 
one. or more substitute letter carriers, whose compen­ 
sation shall he $1 per annum and the pro rata com­ 
pensation of t .o carriers whose route- tliev may be 
required to serve; and provided further that no boxes 
for the collection of mall matter by carriers shall he 
placed inside of any building, except a public building 
or railroad station. 
The bill now only awaits the signature of the 
President to become a law.

HISTORICAL PRECEDENTS 


W hich n a v e K een Q uoted lo D efence of 
A dm iral N icholson's A ction a t A lex an ­ 
d ria. 
_ _ _ 


A great deal has been said, pro and con. and 
considerable comment has been indulged in by 
the press and the public in regard to the action 
taken by Admiral Nicholson during the recent 
bombardment of Alexandria by the British squad­ 
ron under Admiral Seymour. The opinion seems 
to prevail that in lauding his sailors and marines 
to assist in preserving order and protect Hie and 
property In the doomed city. Admiral Nicholson 
was guilty ut »u assumption of authority which 
the circumstances neither authorized nor war­ 
ranted, and that his acts in the premises were in 
direct violation of our time-honored custom of 
non-intervention in foreign political complica­ 
tions. Admiral Nicholson is not w ithout emend­ 
ers, some ot whom refer to the historical lacts 
hereinafter quoted as furnishing sufficient prece­ 
dent to justify his action: 
During the year 1823 the l’orto Rico (Spanish; 
privateers having upon several occasions Inter­ 
rupted our commerce, Commodore Bor;er sent a 
communication on the subject to tne authorities 
of the island. Lieutenant W. II. Locke, iu com­ 
mand of the brig Fox, in attem pting to eiuer the 
port of St. Johns, in ol der to receive a reply to 
rile commodore’s 
official communication, was 
fired open aud killed. Commodore Porter threat­ 
ened to bombard tne town, and was dissuaded 
from doing so only by the prompt apology of the 
authorities of the island. Again, in October, 
1823, Lieutenant Platt, commanding the United 
States brig Beagle, learning that one of our 
merchants doing business at St. Thomas had 
been plundered by Spanish pirates aud his goods 
taken to Foxado, a small port in the island ut 
Potto Rico, proceeded thither to recover the 
property, (ie making known the object f their 
visit, Lieutenants Plate and Richie were arrested, 
and detained under guard for a day. 
Com m odore P o rte r, w ith Ills C h a ra c te ristic 
P rom pt ness, 
proceeded to Foxado to demand explanation ana 
redress. Finding that the authorities upon bis 
arrival there intended to open fire upon his 
vessel, he landed a force of sailors and marines, 
took their Catteries, and compelled from the 
offenders the fullest apologies. 
In February, 1832, Commodore Downes in tho 
frigate Potomac ascertained that the Malays had 
captured the American ship Friendship ol Salem, 
Mass, 
An expedition was fitted out from the 
Potomac, officered bv IT utetiants Shubrick, 
Hoff, tngersoll and Totten of the n a tl. and Lieu- 
ten. ,nt Edson of the m atines. 
The Maim s made 
a determined resistance, but were tinnily over­ 
come, and several of their torts captured and 
destroyed. 
For this aciiou the officers of the ex­ 
pedition received tile thanks of the department. 
While Commander Kelley was at Shanghai in 
1854 in ’.he sloop-oi-war Plymouth a combined 
attack of the English and A merman forces was 
made upon the encampment of tho Imperialists 
in retaliation for aggressions committed by them 
upon British residents. In this action tile Chi­ 
nese were severely punished. 
This voluntary act 
of Commander Kelley received the approval of 
the president and the department. 
In tne latter part of June, 1853, while Com­ 
mander Ingraham, In the slonp-of- war St. Louis, 
was at Smyrna, Turkey, lie received information 
that a Hungarian, named Martin Koszta, with an 
American passport aud paper-, had been arrested 
by some Austrian officials (on the charge of being 
a deserter front the Austrian army), aud was held 
prisoner on board an Austrian brig-of-war, which 
vessel was supported by an Austrian steam gun­ 
boat. Commander Ingraham 
Im m ediately M ade a D em and fo r K o iz m 'i 
R elease 
at the same ti mo running out his guns and pre­ 
paring his ship for action. 
Koszta was promptly 
released, and the spirited action of Commodore 
Ingraham received tho highest commendation 
from the government, and a gold medal was 
awarded him by Congress. 
In January, 1854, Lieutenant Strain of the 
navy was engaged exploring a route tor a cs ii a1 
across the isthmus. 
During the progress ot tho 
work tho natives committed various outrages 
upon the persons and property of American citi­ 
zens employed in or connected with the survey. 
in retaliation,Captain Hollins, in the sloop-of-war 
Cyane, bombarded and destroyed the town of San 
Juan de Nicaragua. 
In April, 1858, Lieutenant Almy, in the Fulton, 
compelled the release of six American vessels 
that had been seized and detained by the authori­ 
ties of Tampico, Mexico. On tuts occasion the 
Mexican government desired to refer tho m ailer 
of the seizure of those vessels to the official actiou 
of the respective governments. “You will re­ 
lease the vessels first," said Aliuy. “then the gov­ 
ernm ent can indulge in all the ‘palaver’ they want 
to." 
In August, 1858, Captain Kelly, in the Saranac, 
compelled by a dlspia> of force at San Juan del 
Mur, in Nicaragua, the release of two American 
citizens who had been unjustly imprisoned. In 
Angust, 1858, Commander Sinclair visited Waga, 
one of the Fejees, and inflicted summary punish­ 
ment upon the natives for the m urder of two 
American citizens. Ile destroyed their town and 
laid waste the country for mile's. 
In November, 1858, Captain Lavalette, in the 
frigate Wabash, visited Beyrout, Syria,to Investi­ 
gate the outrages committed upon our citizens, 
and particularly the circumstances connected 
with the murder of Sir. Dickson, near Jaffa. All 
but one of the party implicated in the outrages 
were promply arrested, tried and summarily pun­ 
ished by Captain Lavalette. 


TU R T L E M OUNTAIN IN D IA N S. 


C hief L ittle Shell and H is P eople D e te r­ 
m ined ta R e a p e r1 no Custom s Oft!per. 
St. Pa i l, Minn., July S i.—Trouble is brewing 
among the Turtle Mountain Indians that may 
lead to serious complications. 
The Indians from 
across the Canadian border have come over the 
line and ordered 
off 
white 
settlers, 
and 
have 
refused 
to pay 
the customs 
as­ 
sessed 
against 
them 
by 
the 
Pem­ 
bina agency. The trouble is thus detailed: Col­ 
lector of Customs McMurtle of Pembina, expec­ 
ting that many settlers would go in to Turtle 
mountain inuit across the line, sent Deputy Col­ 
lector McCullom to the east end. The deputy 
found large numbers of the half-breeds coming 
in, 
and 
gave 
notice 
that he was titer 
to 
collect 
duties 
on their coeds. 
His 
licht 
to 
proceed 
was 
denied. 
The 
chief, Little 
Shell, having arrived about the same time, a 
meeting was held aud McCullum was invited. 
He went, and found 200 balt-breeds present. 
He was asked to state his business, and he 
fully explained the customs laws, through an 
interpreter, and requested all who moved into 
thoU nited States to call on him arni pay their 
(lunes, lr any were due. 
Chief Little Shell 
extended his 
hands, and 
answered: 
“These 
are all my lands, and these are all my people, 
and they shall pay no duties and respect no cus­ 
toms officer. I have as many more children across 
the line, arid I shall bring them all over. We rec­ 
ognize no boundary line, and shall pass as we 
please.’’ The deputy told him he had no more 
to say; that he could only tnako his report, 
and, ‘if 
anything 
unpleasant 
happened, 
be 
should not be to blame. 
He then left, aud 
the meeting considered the case of the white set­ 
tlers, all the ialf-bre-Ui volunteering to help 
drive all invaders off, lf necessary. 
Mr. McCul­ 
lum was told that he was included with those who 
must leave the reservation. Tuere have at least 
seventy-five lialf-breeds moved over, and all but 
ten, who have paid, are determined to resist to the 
last. Military interfereuce seems necessary. 


T h e F a lle n on R ecord. 
New Your, July 31.—The fastest steamship 
voyage on record between China and New York 
has iust been completed by the British steamer 
Glenavon. which reached th is port Wednesday. 
Mio is commanded by Captain Donaldson, and 
brought the first cargo ut new crop teas. Toe

Amoy, China, 
at G p. ut., June 
IO, witn 4400 tons of tea. 
On tile loth she 
arrived at Singapore and coaled, taking eleven 
hours, duly 5 at 9.30 a. in. Suez was reached, 
and the following afternoon the steamer was at 
Bort Said, where she was again coaled. While 
at 
Bort Said news was 
received, warning 
Europeans to leave as 
rapidly as possible, 
owing to the Egyptian troubles! July 13 Gib­ 
raltar was reached. Ute snip coaled and pro­ 
ceeded on her way to New York, which port she 
reached in eleven days four hours. Tho voyage 
from Amoy was made in forty-four days and 
fourteen hours. During the entire voyage tho 
Glenavon averaged 12*4 knots, and consumed 
25UO tons of coal.
